Marshal McMichael 
is charged with arranging the details of 
the trip. Private Secretary Lamont will 
accompany the party. 
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LOOKING UPON THE BODY. 
ABOUT 300 VISITORS ADMITTED—A TER- 
RIFIC THUNDERBOLT CAUSES A PANIC. 

Mount McGrReEGoR, July 30.—At 2 o’clock 
jo-day the doors of the room in which 
Gen. Grant died and in which his body 
has since lain were opened wide for the 
first time inmorethana week. They were 
not closed aguin for three hours. In the 
meantime the parlor was free te those who 
chose to pass through it. The draping flag 
had been removed, and on the coffin the 
light shone full from an open window, 
brightening the purple of the cover. The 
canopy had been adjusted to get this ef- 
fect; yet the light was adequate only to 
show the coffin. The section of exposed 
plate glass at the head of the coffin was 
like a dark spot by contrast, and the form 
below was shaded below the tint 
which it had been expected to 
preserve. There were probably 300 
persons who saw the body. The 
hotel guests were the first to go 
down. Few visitors had reached the 
mountain when the cottage was opened. 
They came afterward in quite a crowd—as 
many as two cars could bring from Sara- 
toga. Those who saw it for the first time, 
comprising almost every one, were disap- 
pointed. Its appearance was not as they 
had been led to expect. The fault was not 
with their eyes; it was with the inefficiency 
of the embalmer’s work. Dark spots had 
appeared under the eyes, and there was 
discoloration on the forehead. The face 
had taken adarker hue. Its peaceful ex- 
pression was disturbed. The fullness of 
outline which had been remarked even up 
to last night showed signs of relapse. 
There was nothing yet gaunt about the 
face, as in sickness, but it was grim. Even 
the family noticed that 1t seemed to be 
growing pinched. The lips had become 
discolored. The guard of last night and 
the others who saw the face then 
thought it pleasing. It was yet 
much as it had been directly after 
death, and as it had appeared when the 
embalmer finished his work. Whether or 
not inclosure in the coffin away from the 
air changed it over night, or whether the 
chauge was the work of nature, is a ques- 
tion that has been sadly asked by many 
to-day. Itislessa question what effect a 
strong electric glow may have on its ap- 
pearance, for when the lid was shifted to- 
ward evening, with the view of reflecting 
light on the face from the lining of white 
satin, the discoloration was still marked, 
although an improvement was effected. 

Guards stood on the porch near both 
doors of the parlor, all the afternoon. 
They were of Wheeler Post, of Saratoga. 
Visitors passed into the parlor between 
guards at the south door. Near the coffin 
were Comrades R. B. Gwillim, H. W. 
Knight, W. Samis, and William Cowan, of 
U.S. Grant Post of Brooklyn. The coffin 


lay so that it was approached from the 
foot. Thatisas it has been all along and 
mearly as the General lay at death. 
The pictures of Lincoin and Grant that 
were over the deathbed were hidden by 
the canopy. The ring on the General's 
hand showed plainly. It is one Mrs. Grant 
ave him years ago and which he cher- 
shed. His sickness so emaciated him that 
the ring would not stay on. He carried it 
in a portemonnaie during the last months 
of his sickness. A packet of paper was 
put in his pocket last night before the glass 
was fitted over the coffin. ‘the fact was 
current gossip. Few believed it  be- 
cause it came from a _ questionable 
source. Col. Grant supposed himself alene 
in the room when the incident happened. 
It was meant to be purely a private 
matter. The person who saw what was 
done placed his eye where it had no busi- 
ness to be, and then was so unmindful of 
propriety as to tattle about it. He was 
naturally discredited. The packet was 
placed in the General’s poeket at Mrs. 
Grant’s request. It contained a lock 
of her hair, and a_ good-bye note 
from her, the tributes of wilely devotion 
that concerned no one outside the family. 
Mrs. Grant’s note acknowledged the re- 
ceipt of the letter for her which was found 
in the General’s pocket after death and 
which she regarded as a message from the 
grave, and contained in closing these 
words: “Farewell, until I meet thee in 
auother world.”’” The little act of affec- 
tion was made gossip by the peering of a 
persok W0 was there as amenial and had 
ne connection with che household. 

Mrs. Grant visited the parlor this morn- 
ing. It was the first time she had been out 
of her room up stairs fora week. A tittle 
before 10 o’clock, while Comrade Henry 
Camp, ef the Brooklyn post, was stand- 
ing by the coffin, Harrison entered the 
room with word that the Colonel and Mrs. 
Grant were coming. Comrade A. 8. Row- 
ley, who was near the deor, stepped out 
on the porch. Presently the portiére 
parted between the parlor and dining 
room framing, the widow leaning on 
the arm of her son. She wore a 
mourning dress. On seeing the guard she 
stopped an instant. The Colonel asked 
Mr. Camp to open the coflin. Then he led 

is mother back into the dining room. 

hen the section of lid was removed at 
the head of the coffin Mr. Camp stepped 


to the portiére and informed the Colonel,

pan top still remamed over the body. 

irs. Grant and the Colonel entered the 
roomalone. The rest of the family were 
up stairs. No one was nearer to them than 
the guard on the porch. The sound of her 


sobbing touched those who heard it. There 
was Do intrusion upon the sacred scene. It 
lasted less than 10 minutes. She} went to 
herroom at ence when it was over, and 
when the immediate outburst of grief was 
subdued she found comfortin her devo- 
tions, which occupied her the rest of the 
day. Col. Grant led his wife to the coffin 
when Mrs. Grant had gone up stairs. 
In 15 minutes after Comrade Camp went 
to the perch he was summoned bac He 
replaced the coffin lid. lt was not again 
remeved until the parlor was opened for 
visitors. From morning until night the 
seenes at the coffin were quiet. Mrs. Grant 
sustained herself well. None of the rest 
of the family except those mentioned 
looked upon the body. The visitors were 
decorous.. If there were relic seekers 
among them they restrained their 
propensities. The guard kad been 
cautioned against such gentry. A 
paralytic came up from Sara- 
toga to see the body. He was 
supported down the walk and lifted on 
the porch. A carriage load of people 
from the Grand Union Hotel at Saratega 
reached the cottage’ 10 minutes after the 
closing of the coffin. The lid was laid 
back again for their benefit. Then it was 
closed for the night, and the guards of 
two comrades were resumed in place of 
four. The electric light this evening 
glows again upon the flag that shrouds the 
coffin. Itis doubtful, in view of the ap- 
pearance of the desire of the family for 
seclusion, if the body will be exposed 
aguin to visitors until after Sumday. 

There was much expression of disap- 
pointment to-day that the General could 
not be clothed in hisunmform. The chief 
reason why heis not so clothed was ex- 
plained in yesterday’s dispatches. He died 
without a uniform or sword. The family, 
reconciling themselves se far as might be 
to this misfortune, have made no com- 
plaint. It would have been their preference 
to place him in his uniform and to lay his 
sword on his coffin. Yetthey would not ask 
the Government to restore those things, 
even for such a purpose, and if it is done, 
the act must proceed from those to whose 
custody these articles have been intrusted. 
The family are content to make the best 
of what they have, and such criticism as 
bas been raised comes not from them, but 
from those who think no token of esteem 
and honor should be withheld to make the 
burial of the General in every way fitting. 

A hard storm visited the hill at the close 
of asultry day. Itilasted an hour. As it 
was about over, and people had begun to 
move about in the open air, there was a 
sudden clap of thunder, as though a cloud 
had fallen on the brow of the hill, burst- 
ing with the sound of artillery. A hun- 
dred guns discharged at once could not 
have made a sound more terrific. This 
was at 7 o’clock. Theecho of the expilo- 
sion had not passed away when there 
was ascurrying of people from ali direc- 
tions. Fully half the guests of the house 
were at dinner. A ball of fire dropping 
frem one of the electric globes dashed 
against the wall and exploded by concus- 
sion right over the heads ei the eaters. It 
left a round black space where it had 
struck the wall. Three fire balls nearly 
as large bounded from the telegraph 
instruments in the hotel lobby, and, 
glancing across the top of the telegraph 
desk shot out into the middle of the room, 
falling on the floor like the rattle of mus- 
ketry. it drove the guests out to the 
orch, many of them badly frightened. 
here was a small panic among the ladies. 
The affrighted gathering had hardly 
formed on the porch when all eyes were 
directed to two squads of soldiers bearing 
to the hotel the unconscious bodies of 
Gen. R. H. Jackson who arrived to-day to 
command the battalion that will be sta- 
tioned here, and Col. W. B. Beck, who came 
yesterday from Governor's Island with 
Company A, Fifth Artillery. The face of 
Col. Beck was colorless, but that of Gen. 
Jackson was scarred by an ugly wound in 
the forehead. Both men were taken to a 
room on the ground floor, and Dr. Doug- 
las was summoned. Then word came of 
accidents at the railway station. The body 
of a woman was found there—Mrs. Fox, 
of Philadelphia, who had come up from 
Saratoga to-day with her husband among 
the afternoon visiters. she lay limp and 
white in her husband’sarms. Kestoratives 
soon brought her to partial consciousness, 
and she was able to go back to Saratoga 
by the evening train. She had been stand- 
ing under one of the electric lamps at the 
station. A dozen people were near by on 
the platform. Four of them were knocked 
down, but none were badly hurt. A haif 
dozem soldiers among several groups who 
were lingering about the station were 
also knocke over. The lightning 
stripped one of the supporting pillars at 
the station of its bark as elean as if a 
plane had done it. The roof and 
the rest of the station were unharmed. 
Gen. Jackson and Col. Beck were walking 
down the roofed arcade and were about 
50 feet above the station when both went 
down. They fell as if struck by a sledge 
hammer. They were under an electric 
lamp at the time. In falling, Gen. Jack- 
son struck his forehead on the edge of the 
plank walk. The soldiers who saw them 
fall sounded an alurm to the camp 
on the Lookout and enough men 
ran up the hill to carry the 
injured officers to the hotel. A pool of 
blood was under Gen. Jackson’s head 
when the soldiers lifted him. Dr. Doug- 
las found both men unconscieus, and par- 
alyzed by shock. Careful attention 
brought them round so that late in the 
evening Col. Beck was able, with support, 
to reach his room up stairs. Gen. Jackson 
was still dazed, but not unconscious. Dr. 
Dougias thinks they will both be brought 
round to good condition ina few days. A 
woman at the laundry was stunned, but 
not otherwise hurt. 

When theimmediate excitement of these 
occurrences had been relieved anxiety 
turned with fresh intensity to the cottage. 
It was clear that the lightning had trav- 
eled along the line of the electric light 
wires. These wires run into the cottage. 
One of them feeds the lamp in the canopy 
directly over the collin; others light the 
porch. There was a scamper for the 
cottage. The outer guards were dumb. 
That heightened the fear that an 
accident had happened, perhaps of 
a most dreadful nature. Suspense 
happily did not last long, for in a few 
minutes Col. Grant and Mr. Jesse Grant 
left the cottage fordinner. The clap of 
thunder had excited some fear among the 
ladies, but no damage had been done by 
the lightning beyond tearing afew shin- 
gies from the cottage roof. The shingles 
clattered into the nursery room up stairs, 
where there was also a slight full of plas- 
tering. The electric light over the coffin 
had been burning only a few minutes 
when the stroke came. It went out be- 
cause its connections were burned. There 
was no further incident there. 

The Rev. 8. V. Leech called on Col. 
Grant to-day to put in a last plea that the 
body might lie in state for two or three 
hours in or near Congress Park, Saratoga. 
The interview usual on such occasions was 
ended with the usual result, a reference of 
the appeal to Col. Jones. He informed 
Mr. Leech that the published plans couid 
not be changed. Mr. Leech asked if the 
colfin might not be opened on the train 
during the half hour or hour stay at Sara- 
toga. Col. Jones politely declined to do 
anything toward opening the coffin be- 
tween here and Albany. This is aupposed 
to settle finally the ciaims of Saratoga as 
a place for tarrying. 

Col. A. M. Clark, of the Loyal Legion, 
came here to-day to arrange fora guard 
of honor from the legion which shall 
attend the body to the grave. Gen. Grant 
was Commander of the legion, whose 
claims, as submitted to Gen. Hancock, 
have been published. It was arranged to- 
day that the guard should consist of Fay- 
masters Gilbert A. Robertson, and G. D. £. 
Barton, Gen. J. J. Milhau,fand Lieut.-Cols. 
Sawyer, A. M. Clark, and Lloyd Clarkson. 
Capt. Johnson, who is in charge of the 
Brooklyn guard, went to New-York to- 
day. The full guard of 13 to attend the 
body home and to the place of burial, 
will be made up to-morrow. 


Gen. Hancock sent word that he would 
arrive with his staff on Monday, at which 
time he would like to call-on Mrs. Grant 
and the family.

It had been thought by those who will 
have charge of the funeral carin New- 
York that it would be appropriate if col- 
ored Grand Army veterans should lead the 
38 horses that will draw the car. It is un- 
derstood that upon application to a post 
of colored Grand Army men the response 
was made that the required number of 
grooms would respond at $3 per head. 
This condition is said not to have been ac- 
cepted. 


AN APPEAL TO THE COUNTRY. 
THE PEOPLE ASKED TO AID IN THE EREC- 
TION OF THE MONUMENT. 

The Executive Committee of Fifteen of 
the Monument Committee met in Mayor Grace’s 
private oftice yesterday afternoon. The session 
was a secret one, a policeman being stationed 
at the entrance to prevent any one but members 
from entering. After the committee had ad- 
journed ex-Goy. Cornell, the Chairman, read 
aloud the following appeal, which he said the 
committee had adopted: 

To the People of the United States: 

The family of Gen. Grant having chosen New- 
York as his final resting place, the Mayor and 
people of that city desire thata great national 
monument shali be erected which will fitly 
honor his memory. 

To promote this object the Mayor of New- 
York has designated a local committee to in- 
aucurate a movement to procure the necessary 
funds. In duetime appropriate action will be 
taken for the organization of the committees, 
which shall represent the entire country and 
various localities. 

Pending these formal proceedings we are di- 
rected to invite the people of the United States 
to participate in the erection of a suitable me- 
morial in honor of Gen. Grant by the contribu- 
tion of such sums as they may feel able and 
willing to devote to this great purpose. 

All newspapers, railway, telegraph, and ex- 
press companies, Postmasters, banks, bankers, 
churches, and municipal authorities, commer- 
cial bodies and Exchanges, manufacturing and 
business establishments are respectfully re- 
quested to co-operate in the immediate collec- 
tion of contributions. to be forwarded to Drexel, 
Morgan & Co., New-York, for this committee, 
or to the Mayor of New-York, so that our en- 
tire people may have an opportunity of uniting 
in this last tribute to the memory of the iilus- 
trious dead. 

Certificates of acknowledgment will be duly 
furnished to each individual contributor, and 
funds received through any source will be cred- 
ited to the locality in which the donor resides.

THE FUNERAL ARRANGEMENTS. 
SOME OF THE DIFFICULTIES WITH WHICH 
GEN. HANCOCK HAS TO CONTEND. 
The military men on Governor’s Island, 
to woom are referred all applications for a place 
in Gen, Grant’s funeral procession, could not 


figure even an approximate estimate yesterday 
of the number of people that will march in line 
tothe tomb. Two-thirds of the organizations 
that beve applied for position have not specified 
the number of men they wanted to furnish, and 
will apparently be content with mere repre- 
sentation. If all the organizations, military and 
civic, who huve expressed a desire to follow the 
old soldier to his grave should turn out in full 
numerical strength, the whole procession would 


not beable to pass a given spot by marching 
trom dawn until dark. 

And from the quantity of new applications for 
a piace inline that reached Gen. Hancock in 
yesterday’s mails the indications are that double 
the number of people now anxious to join in the 
march will ask to be provided for before the 


middle of next week. Gen. Hancock has not 
indicated yet the maximum number of men that 


he will be able to handle, but military men 
who have discussed the matter agree in 
believing that he will never attempt to 
march 100,000 men or more, as has been 
talked of. Experience with big parades in 
this city has shown that it takes a lively move- 
ment for 6,000 men to passa given point in an 
hour, and even at that rate it would take 50,900 
men more than eight hours to round the corner 
of Fourteenth-street and Fifth-avenue, It the 
funeral procession started promptly at 9 o'clock 
in the morning, which is quite improbable, it 
would be sunset before the rearend of it would 
reach the tomb. However, one of Gen. Han- 
cock’s aides said yesterday that with the large 
number of disciplined troops that wiil bein line 





he thougkt that there would be no Githculty in 


handling 50,000 men. This.was making no allow- 
ance for carriages. It is éxpected that at least 
25,000 Grand Army men will want places. 

After Gen. Hancock gets all applications 
scheduled, he will probably carefully revise the 
list, striking off some organizations, allowing 
others ascant representation, and permitting 
some to parade with full ranks. It will be im- 

ossible for school children to go over the lon 
fine of march, asit was requested they should 
be given permission to do, but a sugvestion wag 
made yesterday that they be drawn up intwo 
long lines on the Riverside Drive while the pro- 
cession passes. It is already a matter of some 
difficulty to find an outlet for the large 
throng that will congregate on the bluff from 
Seventy-second-street io the site of the tomb, 
The hill leading to One Hundred and Twenty- 
fifth-street is precipitous and quite unavailable 
for marching. Workmen were busy ay 
rolling and leveling One Hunared and Twenty- 
second-street, so as to provide an outlet thence 
to the Boulevard. The Park Commissioners are 
doing all that can be done to facilitate matters, 
but the idea of putting a lot of smail children 
along the drive to stragele with the crowd does 
not meet witb favor, 

It is almost impossible for persons who have 
not had experience in similar demonstrations to 
form an idea of the quantity of correspondence 
that floods the little headquarters building on 
Governor's Isiand or of the amount of patient 
labor required to get anything like order out of 
the chaos of requests, suegestions, formal notifi- 
cations, acceptances, declinations, reports, en- 
treaties, and at times imperative demands that 
are received. From the time Gen, Hancock opens 
the first mail in the yet. until he gives 
orders to close up the last pouchfat night stenog- 
raphers are jotting down hurried directions on 
paper or reading off transcripts to rapid pen- 
men; clerks are busy putting miscellaneous in- 
, formation in books; staff officers are writing let- 
ters with all possible rapidity, and soldiers and 
orderlies seamper to and fro with messaves as 
though their country's safety depended on the 
agility of their blue-trousered legs. For sucha 
quiet little spot the excitement and bustle of 
preparation 1s simply wonderful. 

Some of the letters that come by every mail 
contain requests that the writers of them ouxht 
to know are out of Gen. Haucock’s power to 
grant, but they must all receive a share of at- 
tention and a respectful answer. Companies of 
Grand Army Veterans in the far West sent noti- 
fication roreneay that they were ready to come 
on to the funeral so soon as money sufiicient for 
their transportation was sent them. Gen. Han- 
cock sent notice of bis utter inability to make 
any such expenditures. Of letters received 
requesting certain places in line and priv- 
jleyes in filling posts of honor a com- 
munication yesterday from James De Wolfe, 
of Columbus, Ohio, was a fair illustration.

The body having 
been deposited at the City Hall, the naval de- 
tail will march to the toot of Fulton- 
street, where they will re-embark and 
be taken to their stations. They will 
be under the command of Capts.

TOO LATE TO CHANGE THE PLAN, 
GEN. HANCOCK’S OBJECTIONS TO THE PRO- 
POSAL FOR A RIVER FUNERAL. 

A dispatch to Tor Times from Mount 
McGregor yesterday stated that the family of 
Gen. Grant were willing that his body should be 
brought to this city by boat, and would agree to 
a change from the present plan of bringing it 
here by rail if a request to that effect were made 
by Gen. Hancock. The dispatch was shown to 
Gen. Hancock. “It is a splendid idea,” he saia, 
“but it was born too late. Yes, I concede 
that such a funeral would be with- 
out a paralie), and that such a triple 
highway as the Hudson River and the Central 


and West Shore Railroads cannot be matched in 
the world, but the suggestion comes too late. 
Fifty years ago the body of Gen. Montgomery, 
of Quebec fame, was brought down the river by 
boat to his oid home on the Hudson, and even 
then the river banks resounded with the firing 
of cannon and the tolling of belis. Such a 
funeral at the present day would be far more 
magnificent and imposing, but too many details 
of the general plan have been decided to allow 
us to makea complete change in the arrange- 
ments. 

‘““We bave been working night and day for 
some time upona pian which has been indorsed 
by Gen. Grant’s family. Arrangements which it 
would be most difficult to change have been 
definitely settled, and I am allowed actually no 
choice 1n the matter, but must abide by the 
original plan. It is perhaps ae that the sug- 
gestion to bring the body to 2>w- York by boat 
was not made sooner, but under the circum- 
stances it is little to be wondered at that it was 
overlooked. There is, however, one feature of a 
river funeral which of itseifis almost sufficient 
to make our present plan much preferable. 
There would be much uncertainty about the 
precise time of arrival here of the funeral cor- 
téye if it came by boat. It would be a serious 
affair to keep an immense body of men waiting 
for any great length of time. 

“T have been obliged to formulate a negative 
answer to all propositions suggesting a change 
from our present plan. It is not complete, put 
much bas been done toward making itso. If 
there. were no other objection to the change 
there would not be time to enter upon and per- 
fect other arrangements, as I am compelled to 
zo to Mount McGregor on Aug. 2.”

If Gen. Grant’s body were brought to New- 
York by boat the navy would be represented 
by the same vessels that took part in the recep- 
tion of the SBartboldi statue. The vessels * 
commission here are the Powhatan, Alliance, 
and Despatch. The Omaha lies off the Battery, 
being on the eve of sailing for the Nast Indies. 
In addition to these vessels there are in port the 
receiving ship Vermont, with about 500 men 
aboard, and the training ship Minnesota. If the 
funeral were by water the vessels in commission 
would probably go up the Hudson, while the 
others would have taken part in the reception 
of the body in this city. According to the pres- 
ent pian there will be no naval display, except 
that the ships will carry their flags at half mast 
and probably fire minute guns. It is possible 
that some of the vessels will take their stations 
alongside of Riverside Park for the purpose of 
firing these salutes. A battery of Federal artil- 
lery, however, has already been detailed for this 
purpose, 


DEMAND FOR ACCOMMODATIONS. 
MANY APPLICATIONS FOR ROOMS AT THE 
HOTELS ON THE DAY OF THE FUNERAL. 

The proprieters of nearly all the princi- 
pal hotels in the city, and especially of those on 
the streets through which the funeral proces- 
sion will pass, state that they have already re- 


ceived many upplications for rooms for the day 
on which the funeral will occur and the day or 
two previous. The indications are that the 
hotels will be crowded to their greatest capacity. 
As a rule there is no disposition to take advan- 
tage of the occasion or of location in the 
matter of prices. At the Fifth-Avenue Hotel it 
was said yesterday: ‘We shall transact our 
business just the same as we usually do, and 
shall make no change in prices. We shall allow 
no speculation or sub-letung of windows over- 
locking Geroadway and the avenue. Whatever 


favor or preterence will be shown will be to our 
regular patrons. that ws to say. everybody 





speaks for a front room, and as between a pexr- 


son who isa reguiar patron of the house and a 
stranger who has never been here before we 
shall, of course, favor the former,” 

This is about the situation of affairs at all the 
leading hotels. Atthe Hoffman House it was 
said to be inadvisable to definitely assign rooms 
a week in advance for one or two days only, as 
the danger of losing a guest, who would remain 
for a longer period than a week, would be too 
greet. At one down-town hotel on Broadway 

he clerk in charge yesterday appeared to be 
well pleased with the fact that many people were 
willing to pay stiff prices for the use of a single 
window on Aug. 8. but at no other house was 
any disposition manifested to regard the occa- 
sion as a means Of making money. 

No applications have been made for permis- 
gion to erect stands for spectators along the 
route of the procession, and such permission, it 
is stated, will not be granted in any case by the 
city authorities.

STILL DRAPING THE CITY. 
THE DISPLAY OF MOURNING EMBLEMS BE- 
COMING MORE GENERAL EVERY Day. 


Each succeeding day adds something to 
the richness and beauty of the mourning 
drapery on buildings in different parts of the 
city. There is a disposition on every hand to 
{ncrease the extent and elaborateness of the 
displays. Several business blocks which were 
draped immediately upon the announcement of 
Gen. Grant's death have since been redraped 
upon a much more elaborate scale than at first. 
This is particularly the case in the vicinity of 
Wall-street. The immense building of the 
Standard Oil Company, on Broadway, near 
Bowling Green, which a week ago displayed 
but a few mourning emblems, has been heavily 
faced with black. The exterior of Cyrus W. 
Field’s Washington Block, which fronts the 
Battery, is striped and checkered with mourning 
goods from the basement to the roof. 

Scores of men, with ladders and huge bundles 
of mourning goods, were busy in lower Broad- 
way yesterday, paneling and festooning large 
buildings with black and white. The elaborate 
draping of the old building of the Mutual Life 
Insurance Company excites very general ad- 
miration. Directly inthe centre of the white 
marble front, midway between the sidewalk and 
the base of the muansard roof, is a huge panel of 
solid black, delicately bordered with white. In 
the middie of the panel is a white shield, con- 
taining the letters ‘*U. S. G.”’ in gurpie flowers. 
Radiating from this central panei are a score or 
more of broad bands of black, whicna merge into 
heavy folds of black drapery, stretched clear 


across the front of the building atthe top and 
atthe bottom. Four of the large windows in 
the first story of the building are completely 
covered with black, bordered with white. The 
Equitable Building is draped with simplicity and 
good taste, 

The finishing touches were being latd last 
evening upon some very rich drapery on the 
Boreel Building. Heavy black cashmere has 
been used so freely on this building that every- 
thing except the doors and windows in the first 
two stories of the Broadway front are covered 
with black. The draping has been done with 
great care,and the general effect is strikingly 
handsome. Over the entrances to the offices of 
the Hope and the German American Insurance 
companies good sized silk flags are crossed just 
above floral shields, on which are designs in imi- 
tution of the Grand Army badge. The lower 
part of the building No. 140 Broadway is also 
elaborately and handsomely draped. The broad 
expunse Of black is here relieved by a superb 
purple and white fioral shield bearing the in- 
scription “ U. 8. G., 1885."" Underneath the shield 
is a small bust of the dead hero. 

The offices of W. E. Connor & Co., at No. 71 
Broadway, were draped yesterday in a unique 
manner. A band of biack extends across the 
front of the building, just beneath the windows. 
Toe usual interior curtains at the windows have 
been replaced by heavy looped curtains of 
black cashmere, and the sun awnings at the win- 
dows have been bordered «4 ioot deep with black. 
The Union Trust Company’s offices, in the same 
building, are tastefully draped with black. 
The large buildings occupied by the American, 
Adams, and United States Express Companies 
respectively have each been protusely and elab- 
orately draped. 

it is noticeable that the work of draping build- 

ings is being pushed forward with ail of the dis- 
patch that circumstances will permit. Some of 
the professional decorators who were busy 
down town yesterday were asked whether their 
work of draping buildings in honor of Gen. 
Grant was not almost finished. One vf them re- 
plied: ‘“*No, indeed: our work is not nearly 
finished. The troubie is, we are not abie yet to 
see the end of it. I have got allthat I can 
possibly attend to from now until the latter part 
of next week, and lam employing more than 30 
men. The sentiment in favor of druping seems 
to be steadily on the increase. Onthe day that 
Gen. Grant’s body arrives in this city there will 
be very few undraped buildings on Broadway 
between the Battery and City Hall Park. Many 
merchants are waiting also before draping their 
buildings for fear inclement weather may spou 
the emblems of mourning they propose to put 
up.” 
‘he Wall-street front of the Stock Exchange 
has been almost entirely covered with black. 
Over the arched entrance is a portrait of Gen. 
Grant, with a broad frame of black and white 
chenille. Orders have been issued to have all 
of the Western Union buildings in this city 
suitably draped. Work was begun on tne new 
Broad-street building yesterday. The Benedict 
Building, on Broadway, has a very elaborate 
and tasteful displuyo mourning drapery, which 
almost wholly covers the front of the structure. 
The buildings occupied by the Williamsburg 
Fire Insurance Company and the Central Trust 
Company have also been heavily draped witn 
black. 

The Fifth-Avenue Hotel will present an im- 
posing appearance when it is fully draped. At 
present the balcony over the entrance is covered 
with crape, and the awning is draped inside and 
out, Festoons are above the cornices, running 
15 feet around each corner on Twenty-third and 
Twenty-fourth streets. The effect is both simple 
and massive. Over the entrance the crave is 
caught up in large rosettes. The baicony of the 
Albermarle Hotel yesterday was draped in 
biack and white material intertwined; the 
pillars were also black and white, and from roof 
to baicony swunye black and white streamers. 
Many versons stopped to notice the Hoffman 
House, which was very conspicuous by reason 
of the amount of mourning material used, 
Black and white streamers crossed each other all 
over the front of the building, and rosettes 
adorned the spaces under the windows. 

The Fifth-Avenue Theatre had a_finishing 
touch or two added to its draperies. The thea- 
tre sign was tastefuliy draped in black, looped 
up in the centre, and on the columns of the 
building were white rosettes.

Grant’s picture was sur- 
rounded by draperies and streamers hung from 
roof to balcony. Wallack’s Theatre presented 
its balcony draped with black loops, and the 
Bijou was crossed all over its front with stream- 
ers, while the entrance was set off with purple. 
Draperies ran down from roof to balcony. A 
black-bordered flag was furled in front of the 
Grand Hotel last night, and the same insignia of 
mourning was displayed at the Standard Theatre 
over the entrance. 

The draping of C. H. Covell’s store at Nos. 
1,150 and 1,152 Broadway is in contrast to that of 
its neighbors. he windows are completely 
covered with crape. The festoons overlap and 
are fastened with biack and white rosettes. Two 
brass signs on the sides are ulso covered with 
crape, and on the black surface of each is a large 
white cross. On one is the motto * Rest, War- 
rior, Rest,” and onjthe other *'I'hy Will be Done.” 

On Sixth-avenue many more mourning em- 
biems have lately appeared and more wil! tollow 
ina Gay orso. The liquor store of Mr. Minden, 
at No. 511, is draped with taste, streamers run- 
ning down trom the roof, and appropriate 
draperies are placed over the entrance. Black 
and white stripes bang from the roof to the 
street at the tailor’s shop of John Patterson & 
Co., No, 436 Sixth-avenue, and the sign is mostly 
covered with mourning material, There are 
loops under the windows. Many little stores 
have black-bordered flags displayed, or bave 
their signs draped with black ecambric, and in 
many windows throughout the avenue are seen 
ere og or less accurate pictures of the dead sol- 

ier.

CONSTRUCTING THE CATAFALOUE. 
THE IMPOSING STRUCTURE ON WHICH THR 

CASKET WILL REST. 

Aupany, N. Y., July 30.—The work of 
constructing the catafalque in the State-street 
vestibule of the Capitol was begun this after- 
noon, It will rise 12 feet and be surmounted by 
adome 6 feet high, on the top of which will be 
a& gold ball bearing an eagle with outstretched 
wings. The four pillars on which the dome rests 
are 8 inches in diameter, with a standard or base 
14 inches through, and are perfectly round. At 
the top from which the dome rises isa frame 
16 inches wide, extending around the four sides 
and holding the uprights firmly in position. 
This will be covered with black. On each of the 
sides are to be 10 five-cornered stars and on the 
ends 9 stars each, making 88 in all, one for each 
State. from this frame are suspended on each 
side five festoons of black cloth, fringed. At 
the places caught up are rosettes and a tassel 
pendant therefrom. The dome will be of black, 
as willalso the uprights, but on the latter folds 
of purple will be twined around. Above the 
base of the dome, where the uprights come, will 
be bunches of black material made in 
fan shape. The dais will be covered with flags. 
It will be 7 feet long and 8 wide. The head will 
be 24 inches high and the foot 18 inches. This will 
give a graceful decline. The funeral car prom- 
ises to be as imposing as the catafalque. On the 
black platform will bea dais covered with tiags, 
on which the casket will rest. Falling down 
the sides from the platform to within two or 
three inches of the ground will be heavy mate- 
rial, plaited, over which wiil extend part way full 
festoons of black cloth. The uprights support a 
dome of pyramidal form surmounted by a ball. 
Across the eaves are a geries of festoons with 
tassels in between. The uprights are draped 
with flags caught up gracefully about a third 
the distance above the platform. The driver 
will sit on the front of the platform, but the six 
black horses will be led by hand reins. Gen., 
Farnsworth has designated Gen. Joseph B. Carr 
as Deputy Marshal in command of the mil- 
itary. Gen. Carr has requested the Third Di- 
vision, which he commands, to participate 
in a body in the ceremonies here. Mayor 
Banka has extended an invitation to 
the Mayors of all the cities in the State to join 
in the exercises. A change has been made inthe 
route of march, which will be as follows: Spen- 
cer-street to Broadway, to Clintou-avenue, to 
Pearl-street, to State-street, to Eagle-street, to 
Washington-avenue, to Central-avenue, to Knox- 
street, to State-street, to the Capitol entrance. 
The crowd of visitors to the Capitol has in- 
creased steadily all the week, and to-day the spot 
where the body will rest was inspected by a 
great number of people.

They were obliged ta 
take into consideration the fact that many 
members of their organization also belonged ta 
Grand Army Posts and the Seventh Regiment, 
It was finally resoived that Col. Winchester 
should be authorized to select 20 men from each 
company of veterans to represent the veterans 
association in the funeral procession. The Ad- 
jutant was directed to prepare suitable badges 
of mourning to be worn on that occasion. Gen. 
Lew Wallace, who was present, was unanimous- 
ly invited to parade with the veterans. Gen. 
Wallace, who was with Grant at Fort Donelson 
and Shilob, made an earnest address in eulogy 
of the dead hero. He said that Grant was not 
only the greatest of American Generals, but 
that he was a man whose name was known and 
honored around the entire circle of the world. 

A little company of colored citizens met at 
No. 107 West Tenth-street last night to do honor 
to the memory of Gen. Grant. The walls were 
draped in mourning and decorated with Grant’s 
portrait. Eulogies of the dead soldier were de< 
livered by several speakers, and Mr. Cvesar A. 
Taylor read some original poetry, written on 
the receipt of the news of Gen. rant’s death.

NO-CORONER TO BE HAD. 
Ret EES 
fHE TROUBLE MR. LAVENDOL HAD TO GET 
A LODGER’S BODY REMOVED. 

Gabriel S. Lavendol, a cutter living at 
Ko. 222 East Seventy-fifth-street, is in a condi- 
tion of angry excitement caused by an alleged 
neglect on the part of those connected with the 
Coroner's office. Mr. Lavendol declares that he 
will seek justice without loss of time and *‘ show 
the city how public employes work.” 

For some time, the cutter says, a man named 
Michael Moore, clerk in Curry’s grocery store, at 
fSeventy-fourth-street and Third-avenue, had 
occupied a room in Mr. Lavendol’s house. 
Moore was quiet and unobtrusive, althougn ad- 
dicted to drink. Last Sunday Mr. Lavendol 
Was surprised to hear ioud noises, evidently pro- 


eeeding trom Moore’s room. He paid ao atten- 
tion to them, however, but at 7:30 o’clock in the 
evening, his jodger having failed to put in an 
appearance, he decided to knock at the door. 
He received no answer. Opening the door, he 
found Moore stretched on the floor, black in the 
face and dead. A sickening odor pervaded the 
apartment. 

Lavendol ran forthe police, and seeing two 
officers in the engine house on the opposite side 
of the street, asked them to telephone for an 
ambulance to the Fifty-ninth-street police sta- 
tion. The ambulance, with the doctor, speedily 
arrived. The man, the physician said, had suc- 
cumbed to alcoholism. 

“Have the body removed at once,’ said the 
doctor, noticing the horrible odor. “It would 
be unhealthy to keep it in the house with your 
family.” 

Lavendol went at once to the Fifty-ninth- 
wtreet police station. 

*“Go to Coroner Messemer’s house, at No. 150 
Second-avenue,”’ said the Sergeant in charge. 

“3 —- he’s not at home,” suggested La- 
vendol. 

** Never suppose,”’ was the curt rejoinder. 

Off went the cutter'to Coroner Messemer’s. It 
was 10:30 P. M. The Coroner was in bed, he was 
told, and the boy who opened the door declined 
to disturb him. 

‘“* I must see him,”’ said Lavendol. “ Thereisa 

body at my house which must be removed, or 
‘we shall have an illness.” 
_ Whe boy was inexorable. 
not be disturbed. He was tired, after a hard 
day’s labor. Lavendol took courage and went 
to Police Headquarters. There he explained his 
case and stated that he could not get a Coroner 
to remove the body. It was clearly a Coroner's 
case, said the authorities at Police Headquarters, 
They could not heip him. He then went back 
to the Fifty-ninth-street police station. It 
was past midnight, and another Sergeant was in 
charge. 

**“We can’t sieep m the house with that awful 
body to-night,” said Lavendol. “Do, please, 
help us.” 

“Get some eau de cologne,” said the Sergeant, 
laughing. “* What do you want us to do?’ 

One of the officers who had seen the body en- 
tered at that moment and told the Sergeant that 
Lavendol’s house would be dangerous if the 
body were left there. 

“TI shall put it on ice to-night,” said Lavendol. 

“Don’t you dare to do that without a permit,” 
was the answer, “or you'll be locked up.” The 
Sergeant took no steps in the matterand Laven- 
dol returned to his house. 

On Monday evening at 5 o’clock, when every 
family living at No. 222 East Seventy-fifth-street 
was complaining of the fearful stench and sev- 
eral persons had left the house in disgust, one of 
Coroner Kennedy’s Deputies arrived. e@ gave 
a certificate of death and left. Lavendol took 
the certificate to the Fifty-ninth-street station 
and handed it to the Sergeant.

“ What am I to do with this?”-asked that.

* That’s what I wanted to ask you.” 

** Well, then, keep it till the dead wagon ar- 
rives,” was the answer. Just before midnight 
Lavendol went again to the police station and 
told the Sergeant that no wagon had arrived. 
He was instructed to go to Bellevue Hospital 
and “ burry them up.’’ He went tothe hospital 
where he was informed that the wagon would 
be at the house as soon ashe was. It was not 
until Tuesday morning that the wagon arrived, 
with one man toattend tothe corpse’s removal. 
This was accomplished with considerable diffi- 
culty. Mr. Lavendol himself was ill from the 
odor and declined to assist. 

“It wasn’t my ‘case, anyway,” said Coroner 
Messemer last night. ‘“*The Sergeant had no 
right to send Mr, Lavendol to me. Coroner 
Kennedy’s duty commenced at midnight Sun- 
day. If J had attended the case Kennedy would 
have looked upon it as an unwarrantable inter- 
ference. He would have declared it was a sui- 
cide I was trving to hush up, and then Ishould 
have had the press against me. The boy never 
sold me I had been called, anyway. He knew I 
Was tired and tbat my duties were very 
arduous. No mian can go skirmishing after 
dead bodies in the night when he has to 
begin early in the morning. If Lavendol 
had been told to go to Kennedy it would 
have been all right. As I could not come, he 
should have asked for a permit to put the body 
onice. I always make ita point of granting 
one gt any hour of the night, even when my dis- 
trict is above the Harlem River, which it was on 
Sunday night.

MAUD 8’S8 GREAT PERFORMANCE. 

‘SHE TROTS A MILE IN 2;08 8-4 AND LOWERS 
HER RECORD A HALF SECOND. 

CLEVELAND, July 30.—Maud §8., “the 
queen of the turf,” lowered her own ‘* best rec- 
ord” this afternoon at the Cleveland Driving 
Park. Les§ thin a year ago, on Aug, 2, the day 
after Jay-Eye-See had made the “best record” 
of 2:10 on the Natragansett Park, at Provi- 
dence, she trotted a mile on the Cleveland 
track in 2:0934, and followed this up on Nov. 11 
by trotting an exhibition wile at Lexington, 
Ky., in 2:00%. This afternoon she again low- 
ered her record a half second and covered a 
tile in 2 :0894. 

The stands at the Driving Park were crowded 
with people, over 10,000 persons being in attend- 
ance. There were several cood races on the 
day’s programme, but the interest centred on 
Maud S. and her trial of speed. It was with the 
greatest diflictilty that the largé audietice could 


be kept quiet while the regular racing pro- 
gramme was being carried out, as every one was 
anxious to see Maud 8. 

About 5 o’clock the mare was driven upon 
the track by William Bair, her driver. he 
walked along the stretch and past the grand 
stand with her ears pricked up and bobbing 
her head in recognition of the thunders of.ap- 
plause that came from the multitude. Bair, 
who was dressed in biack, bowed his compli- 
ments and frequently removed his cap. Maud 
drew a new, light, and stylish red sulky. 
After the mare had been warmed up OF making 
a mile in 2:28 Maud S.. was returned to her stable. 
Soon after 6 o’clock, during a tedious wait be- 
tween heats, there were loud calls for the mare, 
and at 6:15 she again appeared, with Bair smiling 
and his cap in hand. She was jogged once 
arouné the track in company with a young run¢ 
ning mate owned by W. J. Gordon and driven by 
John Splan. ; 

At 6:25 the mare came down the stretch ready 
for the word, with the runne¢ close behind her. 
President William Edwatds gave tne word, and 
away she went with head and ears high in the 
air. She was not squarely on her feet, and after 
passing the first turn broke badly. Bair prompt- 
ly brought her to a full stop, and jogged her 
back to the judges’ stand for a second attempt. 
The crowd was impatient, expectant, and noisy. 

A few moments later and the word *‘Go!” was 
again given. Again the mare was not squarely 
on her feet, but. in a second she settled down to 
the steady, rapid gait so peculiar to herself, and 
sped around the first turn as if borne by the 
wind. The runner was away behind at the start, 
but crept up in Maud’s vicinity at the second 
turn. At the first quarter the watches showed 
thatthe distance had been covered in 0:3234, 


and this ait promised that she would 
make the distance in better than 2:10, for 
that was her quarter time at Lexington. 


As prettily as a picture she fairly flew along the 
back stretch, and when the half was reached in 
1:044% those who had caught the time were con- 
vinced that the mare’s record of 2:0944 was in dan- 
ger, even though the record was a half second 
slower than that for the same distance at Lex- 
ington. At the third quarter the watches showed 
1:354, which was a second and ahalf better 
than the time at Lexington, and, the crowd held 
their breaths in expectationSasf} shegstart- 
ed down the home stretch, air called 
the mare by name twice, and flecked her with 
his whip. Sneseemedto avpreciate, as well as 
did her driver, that her best previous record was 
being beaten. Bair gave her a dozen sharp tips 
with the whip. The mare made her feet fly ata 
wonderful rate, and she came down the stretch 
like an arrow... She did not vary an inch 
from her course, and trotted as smooth- 
ly and squarely as any horse has heretofore 
or can hereafter possibly, trot. A few yards 
from the wire, however, the pace told on ler, 
she seemed to weaken, and her speed was reduced 
for an instant. She saw the wire, however; she 
he heard the applause that thundered trom the 
crowd, and bravely struggied, passed under the 
wire, and seemed to know that her record was 
beaten. She lessened her speed remarkably the 
instant the wire was reached, and came to a full 
stop at the first turn. 

Although the crowd was greatly excited, and 
knew that the time was very tast, few persons 
knew that the record had been broken. Thou- 
sands swarmed upon the track. In the judges’ 
stand, too, the excitement was at fever heat. 
The timekeepergs were: C. F. Emery, William 
Edwards, N. L. Hunting, and George W. Short, 
Hunting’s watch showed 2:)81-5, but those of 
the others each registered 2:0894."" 

In a trembling voice President Edwards an- 
nounced the result. Hesaid: ‘‘Llam happy to 
state that although this is not a fast track, the 
mare has succeeded {1 beating her record, aud 
lias made the mile in 2:0834. 

Then the real applause broke forth. Ladies in 
the private boxes waved their handkerchiefs 
and cheered, while the men threw up their hats 
and coats and sprang over the fence upon the 
track. Maud 8. was lead to the judges’ stand by 
two grooms, with Bair in the sulky, cap in 
hand, bowing to the crowd. A moment later a 
collar of red, yellow, and white roses was placed 
around the mare’s neck, andfa beautiful bouquet 
of red and white roses was handed to Bair. he 
mare was excited as well as the crowd. She 
bobbed her head and champed her bits uneasily, 
and it was with difficulty that the grooms held 
her. After being decorated with flowers she 
wus led up and down the stretch, and many 
ladiesicame forward to pat her neck... 

Few persons here expected that Mauvd would 
beat her record, and bets were made prior to the 
trial, at odds of three to one, tbat she would not 
make better than 2:10. The track could not be 
ealled fast, and even Bair did not expect her to 
lower the record. As the race was for a cup do- 
nated by the association, the effort constitutes a 
legal record—the best in the world. 


OBITUARY. 


DR. JOHN O’KENE MURRAY. 
Dr. John O’Kene Murray, a Phila- 
delphia physician, well known among Ro- 
man Catholics as the author of several books 








and a contributor to religious  period- 
icals, died last evening at the Leland 
Hotel, Chicago. He had been ill for several 
years with pulmonary consumption and 
was on his way to Colorado Springs in 
search of relief. Dr. Murray was a na- 
tive of Ireland, but went to Canada 


in 1854 at the age of 7. He wis educated by the 
Christian Brothers, in Canada, and the Jesuits, 
at Fordham, (New-York,) and was a_ graduate 
in medicine of the New-York City University, 
He was a brother of Father Murray, of St. 
Bridget’s Church, Chicago. .Among the most 
generally known of bis works are: “The History 
of the Catholic Church in the United States,” 
*Pisose and Poetry of Ireland,” ** Catholic Plo- 
neers of America,” and “ History of English 
Literature.’ Masses will be suid for him to-day 
in St. Bridget’s Church or the cathedral, and the 
body will be taken to Philadelphia. 








LOSSES BY FIRE. 





A fire at Brighton, 12 miles north of Al- 
ton, lll., yesterday, destroyed Waldo’s groctry 
store, Blodgett Brothers’ grocery, and an ad- 
joining building owned by Stratton & Tate.

WHAT MR. ROACH HAS BEEN PAID. 

WASHINGTON, July 30.—The Post to- 
morrow will print a tabulated statement, pre- 
pared at the, Navy Department, showing the 
amount of money Mr, John Roach has received 
for the repair and construction of naval 
vessels since 1862, In the Bureau of 
Steam Engineering $30,645,000 has been 
expended for new rmanhjpery, boilers, 
and the repairs thereto. Of this amount Mr. 
Roach has received $5,957,000, being $4,000,000 
more than the greatest sim given to any other 
contractor. The Providence Steam Engine Com- 
pany received nearly $1,900,000, the next highest 
amount. About 80 contractors did work for this 
bureau. In the Bureay of Construction and 
Repair, there is nothing to show that Mr, Roach 
did work for the navy on_ hulls, &c., prior to 
1873. Since that year about $7,500,000 have been 
expended, of which Mr. Roach received nearl 
$4,000,000. Thirteen other contractors aid wor 
for this bureau. The total amount paid Mr. 
Roach by the Navy Department from 1862 to 
date is $10,333,626.

HOT AND MOLDY WHEAT. 

CHICAGO, July 30.—There was some ex- 
citement on ‘Change to-day over a _ re- 
port that wheat, hot and moldy and 


otherwise out of condition, had been dis- 
covered in some of the Chicago elevators. The 
story, which has tome foundation, arises from 
discoveries made by a Mr. Martin, the repre- 
sentative of the New-York firm of Milmine, 
Bodman & Co. Mr. Martin had _ his suspi- 
cions and employed a private inspector to 
go with him tosome of the elevators. The In- 
spector said this evening: “’Way up in the 
top of the Galena and Air Line elevators, 
just under the roof, we found some bins 
that were hot in places, There was 
some sweaty wheat and sonfe that was moldy. 
I suspect it was put there in the Winter when 
the weather was very cold, and warm weather 
caused it to sweat.” It is understood that Mr. 
Martin discovered a like condition of affairs in 
the Iowa elevator Wednesday afternoon.

JUDGE BROWN'S DECISION 


HE OVERRULES THE DEMURRER 
IN THE WEST SHORE SUIT. 
THE REQUEST OF THE’ BONDHOLDERS NOT 
A PREREQUISITE TO THE COMMENCE- 

MENT OF THE SUIT. 

NeEwsoura, N. Y., July 30.—Judge Brown 
to-day retidered his decision in the matter of the 
demurrer of Ashbel Green in the case of the 
United States Trust Company against the New- 
York, West Shore and Buffalo Railway Com- 
pany, Ashbel Green, as Trustee, and others. 
The matter was argued in Supreme Court, Cham- 
bers, this city, on July 21, by Joseph H. Choate 
for the defendant atid William A, M. Stewart for 
the plaintiff. Briefs were filed last Saturday. 
The opinion is very elaborate, and treats of the 
law points at issue very fully and forcibly. It 
coriclude by overruling the demurrer. In the 
opinion Judge Brown says: 


“The defendant, Green, demurred to the complaint 
and amended complaint inthis action upon the ground 
that they do not state a cause of action against any of 
the defendants, and the point is made. that, under its 
express terms and conditions, the Trustee has no au- 
thority to institute judicial proceedings to foreclose 
the mortgage until he has been requested 1n writing 80 
to do py one-third in intérest of the holders of the 
bonds thereby secured and outstanding at the tine of 
the commencement of the suit. The provisions of the 
mortgage in question are given as follows:. , 

** Eighth—It is hereby declared end agreed by and be- 
tween the parties hereto that it shall be the duty of. 
and it is hereby made obligatory upon, the said Trust- 
ee. upon proper indemnification as hereinafter pro- 
vided, to execute the powers of entry or sale hereby 
granted; or both, or to take appropriate procéédings 
at law or in equity to enforce the rights of the Trustee 
and of the bondholders under these presents upon re- 
— in writing as hereinafter specitied, to wit. ; 





irst, if the default be in the payment of 
the money hereby secured, principal or inter- 
est, or any part thereof, or faforésaid, such 


requisition shali be by not fless 
thirdin interest of the holders of the bonds hereby 
secured and then olitstanding, and shall be by an in- 
strument or concirrent instruments in writing signed 
by such bondholders or by their attorneys ,in fact, 

rized for that purpose, and Upon such 
requisition the said Trustee shall proceed forthwith 
to enforce the rights of the said Trustee andof the 
bondholders under these presenté by sale or entry or 
both, according to such requisitions or by judicial 
proceedings for such purpose or purposes as it, being 
advised by counsel learned in the law, shall deem 
most expedient in the interest of the bondholders 
secured thereby.” 


This claim ig not considered by the Judge to 
be well fdéunded, and he follows it up by the 
statement: 


“If at. thetime of commencement of the action the 
Trustee had the right to foreclose for unpaid interest, 
the demurrer must be overruled. Whether he has such 
right is not to be determined from a singte clause or 
expression in the mortgage, but from an examination 
of the whole instrument, and ascertaining the inten- 
tions of the parties. The mortgage paiaing, 14 sepa- 
rite conditions. Each one is a unit itself and is 
created to a similar end. None of them re- 
fers o the — others and each one con- 
tiing separate and complete agreemént. It 
is worthy of observation that none of the powers con- 
ferred by these sevéral conditions are such as arise 
from the character of the instrument, and which the 
‘Trustee would take by implication of Jaw, but each 
one is a power which can be conferred, and which the 
‘Trustee could exercise only from its delegation by the 
express terms of the mortgage. he fifth condition 
provides thatin case default should be made in the 
payment of the interest, and such defauitt shall con- 
tinue for six months after payment shall be de- 
manded, that then the entire principal stim shall, 


at the option of the ‘Trustee, become due 
and payable, if requested so to do by one- 
third in interest. of the bondholders. It is then 


made obligatory upon the Trustee to elect to declare 
the suid principal sum due, The sixth provides that 
in. case default is made in the payment of any money, 
principal, or interest thereby secured, and such de- 
fault continue for six months after demand of pay- 
ment, that the railway company shall forthwith sur- 
render tothe Trustee the actual possession of the 
mortgaged property, and in such case it is declured to 
be lawful for the saia ‘Trustee forthwith to enter upon 
and take possession of the said railway and to operate 
it. The seventh provides for a sale of the mort- 
gaged property at public suction in the city of New- 
York, and declires thut After default as aforesaid it 
shall be lawful for the said Trustee, with or without 
entry, to sellthe mortgaged property-as therein pro- 
vided. 

“It is apparent from otheriparts than the eighth, of 
what I bave quoted, that it was the intention of the 
ed ry to the instrument, in cise the railWay made de- 
fault in the payment of any of the moneys secured to 
be paid, to confer upon the Trustee a large discretion 
asto the enforcement of the mortgage. It 1s equally 
clear that it was intended to protect the bondhoiders 
uguinst a dilatory or negligent ‘Trustee, and the mort- 
gage contains clear expressions conferring on each of 
these parties power to act in the several 
cases provided for. 1n case of defaultin the payment 
of interest, if such default continues for six months, 
the principal sum muy be declared due by the Trustee. 
There is no restraint upon him to so declare the princi- 
pal due, except by a majority of the bondholders, which 
provision is hereafter referred to. ‘(he language is, 

shall become due and payable immediately at the 
option of the ‘Trustee, anything in the bonds or 
herein to the contrary notwithstanding,’ Immedi- 
ately following, in thé same condition. provi- 
sion is wade to protect the bondholders in 
case the ‘Trustes in his. option does not 
declare the principal due, Provision is then made in a 
clause of the mortgage for. & majority in interest of 
the bondholaers to control the Trustee in deolaring, or 
refraining from declaring, the principal due, upon such 
terms and conditions as such majority shall a¢em 
proper, and conferring upon such majority the power 
toannul or reverse the declaration, if Already made. 
This condition of the mortgage declares for a failure 
to pay the interest upon the debt, and the provision 
here made controls all subsequent action in relation to 
the enforcement of the rights of the bondholders. 

“The initiatory steps to all subsequent proceedt 
for the collection of the principa! of the bonds, viz., the 
right to elect that such principal sum shall become due 
upon default in payment of interest is placed, first, 
with the Trustee, to be exercised at his discretion; sec- 
ond, with one-third in interest of the bondholders; 
third, with the mujority of the bondholders 1s placed 
the power to veto or to regulate the acts of the ‘T'rustee 
and those of the aforesaid one-third. In the sixth 
condition it is provided that after default continues for 
six months it is lawful for the 'l'rusiee to enter upon the 
mortgaged property, take possession of it, and operate 
the railway. ‘Che seventh section is to the same effect, 
and provides for the Trustee to sell all the mortga ed 
premises at auction in the ctty of New-York. Phe 
right to institute legal proceedings is not conferred in 
express terms, except inthe elghth clause. Under the 
eighth clause itis claimed that the fl'rustee canhot 
bring his action until requested by one-third in inter- 
est of the bondholders, &c. The following are the dis- 
cretionary parts of the mortgage: In the fifth clause, 
the principal shall become due at the option of the 
Trustee, In the sixth clause, it shail be lawful 
for the Trustee%to enter. In the seventh clause it shall 
be lawful for the ‘Trustee to sell. The following are

uested to do so by one-third of the bondho ers, it 
shall be the duty, andit is hereby made oblfgatory 
upon the sald Trustee, By the sixth and seventh con- 
ditions the powers therein conferred are to be exer- 
cised at the diseretion of the ‘rustee. There is no 
room to hold that it was intended to }imit or restrict 
the exercise of the discretionary powers which, by 
implication, the Trustee derives from the nature and 
character of his trust. 

“At thetlmefapplication was made to this court for 
the appoiniment of Receivers the ruilway company 
appeared by its counsel and consented to the order 
making such appointment, and as the Trustee at that 
time concededly had no right either to demand posses- 
sion of the property, orto exercise the power of sale, 
or to deciare the principal sum due, there was by the 
company’s consent to such appointment a direct recog- 
nition of the ecg: right to institute judictal pro- 
ceedings to enforce the coilection of the unpaid inter- 
est.. The demurring defendant, on one occasion at 
least, appeared in court and requested that permission 
be given to the Kecelver to issue certiticates, 
an act upon his mt entirely inconsistent .with the 
opinion that the suit in which such Receivers had been 
appointed was commenced without proper or suticient 
authority. Heading this mortgage in its entirety, it 
conclusively apreary that the intention of the parties 
was not to limit the discretion which in the earlier pro- 
vision of the mortgage is conferred upon the Trustee. 
It must have been contemplated by the railway com- 
pany that bonds amoupting to $50,000,000 would find 
owners that would.be scattered over the whole of the 
United States and Hurope. Could it have been {ntend- 
ed that these widely scattered bondholders, with no op- 
portunity for united action, should be deprived ot their 
right to sue for the interest due on their respective 
bonds until they could procure holders of. $17,000 000 
of bonds to unite ina request to the Trustee to act? 
i think it was clearly the intention of the parties to 
commit the interests of the bondholders to the judg- 
ment and discretion of the Trustee. His action. {f de- 
layed or neglected, could. be compelled by the 
holders of one-third of the bonds, and with the mra- 
jority was pivosa the power to ultimately control all 
the action in reference to the security. Sucha scheme 
is harmonions, affords protection to all, and does in- 
jury to none. My conclusion fs that the request of 
the bondholders was not a pre-requisite to the com- 
mencement of this action, and the demurrer must be 
overruled, with costs, with Teave to the defendants to 
answer in 20 cays,”

they were not aware that Vanderbilt or any 
other man could deprive them ‘of the rights 
guaranteed to them in the State Constitution.

THE CONTROL OF A SMALL ROAD. 


The St. Louis, Kansas City and Northern | 


Railroad runs from St, Louis to Omaha, #nd be- 
longs to the rapidly disintegrating Wabash sys- 
tem. The interest on ifs real ‘estate bonds was 


allowed to be defaulted 6n March 1. The real 


estate bonds contain a clause which provides 
that 90 days after a default in interest the prin- 
cipal becomes, due, and if it is not.naid fore- 
closure proceedings may be begun, Soon after 
June 1. the Receivers. of Wabash ascer- 
tained that. some of the real estate bonds 
of the St. Louis, Kansas City and Northern 
Railroad were in hostile hands. The latter de- 
manded the principal and interest on their 
bonds, and not getting either they threatened

foreclosure proceedings, The attention of Mr. 
Gould was called to the matter. It was made 
clear that the hostile holders of the bonds de- 
sired to get hold of the road because fv parallels 
the Missouri Pacific for a certain distance. It is 
Said that the Wabash Receivers are now willing 
to pay the bondholders their principal and in- 
terest, but the latter are reluctant to accept the 
offer, 
OWNED BY ENGLISHMEN. 
THE FIGHT FOR THE NEW-YORK, PENNSYL- 
VANIA AND OHIO, 

Prrrspure, July 30.—The struggle for 
possession of the New-York, Pennsylvania 
and Ohio Railroad was continued in the 
United States Cireuit Court to-day before 
Judges McKenna and Acvhison. The at- 
tornéys who appeared for the plaintiffs 
were J. W. Bradley, C, W. Heydrick, W. R. 
Bole, and J. W. Smith, and for the defendants 
Judge Kanney, W. W. McFarland, J. J. Hlender- 
son, L. A. Russell, and D. T. Watson. Judge 
McKenna, on motion of Mr. McFarland, or- 
deréd that both thé motions—the one to re- 
mand the case to the Ohio courts and the 
one to vacate the appraisership—bée argued 
together. Plaintiffs’ objected to the considera- 
tion of the affidavits filed iately in the ease, one 
of which bears upon the main litigant in the 
case, and Was declared by counsel for plaintiffs 


as scandalous. The court decided to hear the 
affidavits and decide afterward as to their char- 


acter, 

Attorney Bradiey then commented the main 
argument, confining himself to the motion to 
remand. The stock and mortgages were hela 
almost entirely, he said, by English stockholders. 
Certain persons, under an agreement, were to 
be appointed reorganization Trustees, whose 
first duty was to push the mortgages to 
a foreclosure and bid in the property, 

hey were also to reorganize the stock and 
issue bonds, and after completing thé reorgani- 
zation to surrender their trusts. Not until 1880 
were the foreclosure proceedings concluded. 
The English Trustees appointed two sub-agents 
in this country, and a corporation was 
organized in Pennsyivania and Ohio known 
as the Pennsylvania and Ohio Railroad 
Company. In the deed of trust it fs pro- 
vided that five Trustees should be elected 
annually to vote onits stock. To-day the great 
corporation, with its many branches, was entire- 
lv in the hands of four men in England who 
have not a penny in it, while the present Board 
of Directors was in the hands of 13 men who re- 
ceived each a share of stock from the four Eng- 
lish Trustees. The $16,000,000 of capital stock in 
the road had no room in its management. 

The Trustees had executed mortgages at the 
time of the reorganization amounting to 
$87,000,000, an increase of over $40,000,000. The 
Trustees maintain an office at an expense of 
about $65,000 per year, and the revenues of the 
road aresent to London. The road for each of the 
past three years earned $600,000, but notwith- 
standing this-it has been unable to pay the 


interest on the prior lien mortgages. The 
schemé of arrangement was in violation 
of the laws of each of the States 


where it wasmade. The bonded indebtedness 
at the time of foreclosure would amount to over 
$195,000,000. The stock issuea by the Trustees to 
the Directors was not bona tide, but fraud- 
ulent. The defendants were citizens of Pennsyl- 
vania, and were therefore entitled to a remedy 
at law in the courts. There was a corporate 
organization before the consolidation of the 
roads in both Pennsyivania and Ohio, and there 
having been corporate rights and franchises in 
each State, the new corporation or consolidation 
took their rights. If the consolidation did not 
take the created corporation of Pennsyivania 
the defendant company had no right in Penn- 
Sylvania. A corporation rétained En exist- 
ence unless it was dissolved. e case 
of a citizen of this State against a corporation of 
the same must be tried in the courts of his own 
State. It was argued also that Directors had 
no right to vote or exercise any rights as Direct- 
ors under the laws of Pennsylvania. 

W. R. Bole next spoke in favor of remanding 
the case to the Crawford County courts, and was 
followed by W. W. McFarland, who opposed the 
motion, The argument was not concluded when 
the court adjourned. 





THE BEECH CREEK ROAD. 
STOCKHOLDERS WHO DO DOT LIKE THE 
TERMS OFFERED FOR THE PROPERTY. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 30.—A cominittes-of 
the minority of the stockholdérs of the Beech 
Creek Rarlroad Who are opposed to the saleof 
the road to the Pennsylvania met in New- 
York to-day and fully discussed the situa- 
tion, The committee was composed of Co), 
James Boyd, of Norristown; George S. Baird, of 
Reading; Joseph M. Gazzam, Thomas Hart, Jr., 
and S. R. Peale, who acted as Chairman. Ex- 
Senator William A. Wallace, President of the 
Beech Creek Company, aud Gen. George J, 
Magee, general contractor of the road, were 
present for about two hours. The Philadelphia 
members of the committee returned homée to- 
night. The committee decided to oppose the 
sale of the Beech Creek Road according to the 
terms proposed in the circular that was.issued 
by Gen. Magee. 

Joseph M, Gazzam said; ‘* We sent a commnu- 
nication to that effect to the proper parties, and 
Gen. Magee was personally informed of the de- 
cision. Simon Cumeron, who owns $48,500 of 
the stock, sent a letter to Gen. Magee declining 
very emphatically to accept the terms of the 
sale offered in the circular. The committee 
agreed upon a plan of action and will carry it 
out. There will be a vigorous ‘kick’ made if 
the transfer is attempted. We will meet again 
on Monday next, when our plans will be per- 
fected,” 

“Then you do not think the sale will be made ?”” 

* Not on the terms offered. Doubtless there 
are those who would be willing to sell outif 
they could get their money back, with a fair in- 
terest for it, but we do not care to dispose of a 
property that will pay 10 or 15 per cent. profit 
fora lot of bonds bearing 4 per cent. interest. 
Anybody could buy a railroad on such terms, 
but,there could be no advantage to the seliers.”’ 

“Was any of the Vanderbilt party at the 
meeting?” 

* We saw Cornelius Vanderbilt and Mr. Twom- 
bly, but they had nothing of importance to say. 
Mr. Depew was at Long Branch, Wiliam H. 
Vanderbilt is at Saratoga, and I believe some of 
the South Pennsyivania people have gone there 
to see him.”’

Should the 
Reading listen to the Pennsylvania and refuse 
to make a contract to take the Baltimore and 
Ohio to New-York over its tracks it has also ar- 
reamed to build an independent line from this 
city. 


Boston, July 30.—The gross earnings of 
the New-York and New-England Railroad for 
June were $271,057 21, against $283,530 in June of 
last year. The total operating expenses were 
$189,750, against $215,530; operating profit, $81,307,

GEN. GRANTS SUFFERINGS

SURGICAL AND PATHOLOGICAL 
ASPECTS OF THE CASE. 
fHE DISEASE CLEARLY EPITHELIOMA—WHY 
THE LANCET WAS NOT USED—THE VARI- 
OUS CRISES—DEATH INEVITABLE, 

The following from the pen of Dr. G. F, 
Shrady will appear in the Medical Record of 
Aug. 1: 

No fase has excited a greater interest froma 
medical point of view than thatof Gen. Grant. 
Aside from the disease attacking a patient so 
widely known and so universally beloved, it has 
shown some features which are of surgical as 
well asof pathological significance. It is not 
the purpose of this article to treat of details of 
description or of treatment, as such will prop- 
erly be left forelaboration by Dr. J. H. Doug- 
las, whose constant attendance upon the 
patient best qualifies him for the per- 
formance of such a duty. It is not 
definitely known when the throat trouble 
commenced, but probably it was early in June, 
1884, as at that time Gen. Grant first complained 
of soreness in the right tonsilar region. In 
October, after his return to New-York from 
Long Branch, one of the lymphatic glands under 
the right angle of the lower jaw became en- 
larged, and he consulted his family physician, 
Dr. Fordyce Barker, who after satisfying him- 
self as to the nature of the trouble referred 
him to Dr. J. H. Dougias for special treat- 
ment. The latter gentleman, also recog- 
nizing the serious nature of the malady, 
made the diagnosis of epithelial cancer, and 
commenced the use of palliative applications 
with the view of preventing the spread of the 
ulcerative process, then just commencing in the 
right posterior faucial pillar. For a time his en- 
deavors were crowned with some success. Cofm- 
cidently, however, with severe mental strain, 
occasioned by pecuniary embarrassment and 
attended with great physical prostration, it was 
noticed that early in December the disease 
took a fresh start and spread in up- 
ward and downward. directions, so that 
in the course of the two months fol- 
lowing, the posterior pillar of the fauces was 
aimost entirely destroyed, the tonsilar space 
infiltrated, the base of the anterior pillar per- 
forated, and the right side of the base of the 
tongue indurated and superficially ulcerated. 
This was the condition of affairs when, on Feb. 
19, Drs. Barker and Dowglas hela a consultation 
with Drs. T. M. Markoe and H. B. Sands. The 
diagnosis of epithelioma’was then unanimously 
contirmed, and the judiciously conservative 
treatment of Drs. Barker and Dougias was fully 
indorsed. 

On March 7, when I first saw the patient, in 

consultation with Drs. Barker, Dougias, and 
Sands, it was found that the perforation at the 
base of the anterior pillar bad extended so that 
its internal edge was converted into a mere 
bridle of tissue. The entire soft palate was uni- 
formly reddened andswelien from inflammatory 
infiltration, and the surfaces of tbe right tonsil- 
ar region and adjoining portion of the vault of 
the pharynx were covered witb a thick, consist- 
ent, yellowish exudation resembling sioughing 
tissue. This deposit was evidently the result of 
ar acute process, engrafted upoa the original 
disease, and partook itin its clinical as well as 
p.ysical features of many of the characteristics 
uf a diphtheritic membrane. The enlarged and 
hardened gland under the angle of the jaw was 
then freely movabie. This view of the compli- 
cation explains many of the grave symptoms 
which were subsequently associated with great 
prostration, but waich were not directly trace- 
able to the progress of the epitheliomatous de- 
generation. Subsequent to this consultation 
visit an opportunity was offered the staff for 
examination of the microscopic specimens pre- 
viously removed from the ulcerated edge of 
the posterior pillar of the fauces of 
the patient and prepared by Dr. George 
R. Elliott. JI inspected the specimens in 
zomm.n with Drs. Barker, Douglas, and Sands, 
and agreed with them in expressing a due ap- 
preciation of the signifieance of the appearances 
presented. In other words, the microscopic ex- 
amination showed the disease to be epithelioma. 
The appearances are correctly summarized by 
Dr. Elliott in his recent paper, and are , roperly 
udged by Dr. T, E. Satterthwaite. There was, 
n brief, a more or less lobulated appearance 
of the epithelial mass, with great diversity in 
the shape of cell elements—and marked evi- 
dences of epithelial proliferation; but, above all, 
there were present distinct cell nests and a tend- 
eney of the new cell formation to burrow into 
the deeper parts of the underlying tissue. Ex- 
travasations of blood were also found in the dis- 
eased specimens, 

The expedieney of a radical surgical operation 
for the remoyal ef the growth was discussed 
early inthe case. It was considered that such a 
measure would have involved the division of the 
lower jaw in front of the ramus, the extirpa- 
tion of the entire tongue and the greater part 
of the soft palate, together with the removal of 
the ulcerated and infiltrated fauces and the 
indurated glandular’ structures under the 
right angle of the lower jaw. This was con- 
sidered mechanically possibile, despite the close 
proximity and probable invoivment of the tis- 
sues adjoining the large arteries and veins in the 
neighborhood of the ulcerations; but in the 
best interests of the distinguished patient the 
purgeons did not feel inclined to recommend the 
procedure. Even by such means there could be 
no guarantee, in view of extensive surrounding 
jnfiltration, that the limits of the disease could 
be reached without immediate risk to life by the 
severe shock to a constitution already much en- 
feebled, 

From the time that the exudation appeared in 
the throat there was noticed for several days a 
marked depression of the vital power of the 
patient. Owing partly to the progress of the 
tancer and partly to the extra-inflammatory 
condition of the throat there was an increased 
accumulation of mucous secretion, the ex- 
pectoration of which was attended with occa- 
sional attacks of choking. The latterof them- 
selves had a tendency to exhaust the patient, 
and on more than one occasion alarmed his 
family and the public. The most serious 
attack of the kind occurred about 2 A. M. 
of March 30. The General for a time lost 
his composure, and believed that he was about 
to suffocate. His distress was extreme. Dr. 
Dougias, Who was summoned, called for me on 
his way tothe patient. By the prompt syring- 
jung of the throat by Dr. Douglas the accumu- 
jated mucus was dislodged, when, as usual, im- 
mediate relief was obtained. The apprehension 
of a recurrence of the Gifficulty was so great on 
the part of the family that we remained with 
the General until the afternoon, when another 
general consultation was held, attended by Drs. 
Barker, Douglas, Sands, and myself. The pa- 
tient was found somewhat weaker, but was not 
ronsidered in a dangerous condition. The area 
pf exudation was increased, as well as the swell- 
jng of the palatal curtain, accounting for the 
extra difficulty of swailowing and a thickness of 
ppeech which were paintully perceptible. The 
pulse was inclined to be intermittent, and was 
jiecreused in volume, but there was no eleva- 
hion of temperature. This weakened condi- 
tion continued, despite the administration of 
neart stimulants (digitalis and coca) and the 
pareful reguiation of liquid diet, until the 
parly morning of April 1, when the patient 
was rather suddenly seized with an attack of 
fainting, and death from heart failure seemed 
juminent. Dr. Douglas and myself were with 
him at the time. The members of the family 
were around the patient expecting that every 
moment would be bis last. It was feared that 
pe could not rally, and the farewells were said. 

‘inally, hypodermic injections of brandy were 
administered, with the gratifying effect of tiding, 
jhe patient over a threatened collapse. In the 
pourse of the next four hours he was consiaered 
put of immédiate danger, and was able to take 
his liquid food. 

The patient did comparatively well for the 
next few days, the sweiling in the throat gradu- 
zliy diminishing, and the exudation showing a 
tendency to become separated. On April 7, 
however, a hemorrhage from the throat oc- 
turred about midnight, which ceased sponta- 
neously, after about four ounces of blood had 
been Jost. The occasion for the bleeding was 
phe detachment of a portion of the slough from 

the right side of the pharynx. No large 
yessel was implicated. During the 24 
pours succeeding the bemorrbage the pulse 
pecame more feeble, frequent, and inter- 
mittent,and the temperature at one time rose 
to 102° Fahrenheit. In order to relieve pain and 
procure sicep the patient was kept mildly under 
jue infiuence of morphine, the latter being in- 
jected? hypodermically to the amount of six 
minims every six hours. The morphine was aft- 
erward decreased to six Minims in the 24 hours, 
snd but slightly exceeded that, save on one or 
jwo occasions, up to the day of his death. The 
jeparation of the slough was anxiously awaited, 
ind when it occurred the patient, as was ex- 
pected, became much relieved of many of 
ais more distressing iocal symptoms and 
of his depressed bodily condition. ‘Then it 
Was unnounced by the press that because the 
feneral had rallied the physicians had erred in 
jiagnosing the case, and consequently the pa- 
jient’s chances of recovery were good. Muchas 
vo happy result was to be noped for, the stub-

Death, directiy or indirectly 
Ree to the extension of the throat disease, was a 
question of a few months at most. The surfaces 
pf the throat covered by the inflammatory de- 
dosit presented a clean appearance after the de- 
posit was separated, but the primary cancerous 
Ricerations of the palate and tongue never 
phanged for the better. The original disease was 
jlways there, slowly but surely progressing, re- 
isting every treatment, defying every hope for 
ture, and grimly ip viting the inevitable issue. 
The temporary pally of the patient’s strength 
vas taken advantage of in every possible way to 
ronserve his vital forces and make his last days 
ys comfortable as possible. The success attend- 
ng these ~fforts was manifested in many ways. 
He, however, possessed in a remarkable degree 
jhe facul.y of repressing his feciings, bearing 
pis pain, anc maintaining his mental compos- 
ure,all of which was ¢@aAculated to deceive a 


casual observer as to the real extent of his suf- 
fermg. In the midst of this, and with 
& constant reminder of approaching death, 
hes stoically gave himself up to the 
composition of is life story, 

only that he should Hive leng enough to finish it. 
The progress of the local disease was a steady 
one from the beginning. The ulcerations of the 
pillars of the fauces extended to the right side 
of the palatal curtain, almost destroying the 
latter and eating away the adjoining side of the 
uvula. The same process spreading to the re- 
gion at the right side of the base of the tongue, 
enlarged and deepened the ulcer there, destroyed 
the soft parts in the neighborhood, and bur- 
rowed its way downward beyond the reach of 
inspection or palpation. Toward the last the ex- 
tent of the disease could only be estimated by ex- 
amination with the finger in the throat, and even 
by that means its limit downward and backward 
could not be reached. The cavity at that point 
was irregular and deep, and was surrounded by 
a hard and ragged margin fading into surround- 
ing indurated infiltration. The enlargement and 
hardening of the glands under and around the 
angle of the lower jaw continued to the last, 
when the superficial and deep structures of that 
side of the neck and face constituted a mass of 
cancerous disease sohdly connected with the 
ulcers of the inside of the throat. At no time 
did the swelling outside threaten to break down 
into ulceration, but its size varied from time to 
time as the result of accidental inflammatory de- 
posits. These increases in size were treated by 
warm applications, which quickly reduced the 
tumor to its original and fixed dimensions. 

Tne Joss of the palate and adjacent soft narts, 
with the consequent lack of perfect control of 
the tongue, oceasioned great difficulty in swal- 
lowing. This was most painfully marked toward 
the end. His nourishment, which for six months 
was always in liquid form, was seldom taken 
without some choking. These paroxysms, how- 
ever, becamne quite severe. Et was only by his 
supreme self-control] and calm determination to 
Sustain his powers to the end that he was en- 
abled totake his allotted quantity of food. He 
was compelled toward the last to hurriedly drink 
the entire contents of the tumbler without tak- 
ing a breath. At the completion of the swallow- 
ing a choking fit would occur, which would re- 
sult in a regurgitation of the last portion of the 
food through the mouth and nostrils. The lat- 
ter difficulty was in a great measure overcome 
by following the suggestion of Dr. Douglas not 
to attempt to swallow the last mouthful, and 
consequently at no time was strangulation 
threatened. During all his illness the breathing 
was not mechanically impeded by the extension 
of the disease into the larynx. Just before he 
was transterred to Mount McGregor he rather 
suddenly lost his voice, never to regain it, This 
was due partly to thickening of the yocal cords 
by the intiammatory infiltration and partly toa 
relaxation of the parts from general weakness. 

A brief summary of the treatment is all that 

will be necessary to give now. Early in the dis- 
ease, in order to eliminate every possible chance 
of error in diagnosis, the patient was placed 
under specific treatment, although the clinical 
history of the case gave only negative indica- 
tions for its necessity. This treatment, although 
continued for a suflicient period, produced no 
effect in healing the uicerations or in arrest- 
ing the progress of the disease. Icdoform 
was used as a jocal application to the ulcers, 
as well as gargles composed of salt and water, 
diluted carbolic acid, solutions of permanganate 
of potash and yeast. A 4 per cent. soiution of 
cocaine was occasionally applied to the painful 
parts with happy results, but it was never em- 
ployed to any such excess as is generally be- 
lieved by the public, nor were there any bad ef- 
fects manifested from its administration at any 
time. The latter were carefully guarded against 
with the full knowledge that the drug wasa 
new one, and that only its cautious use was ad- 
missible. Red clover was given quite constant- 
ly, but produced no effect whatsoever upon the 
local disease. It only proved itself useful asa 
laxative, and was so employed as being the least 
barmful of medicines of itssort for continuous 
administration. 

His food consisted of beef extracts, miik, 
eggs, and farinaccous materials, always in Hquid 
form. In all detail! matters bearing upon his 
food such appetite as he would occasionally 
manifest was the guide for any change. ‘The 
rule wasto deny him nothing he might crave. 
During the last two days of his life he began to 
fail very perceptibly. On the evening of July 
22 he signified his wish to be transferred toa 
bed. This was the first time he had lett his easy 
chair for purposes of rest or sleep since early in 
March. Dr. Sands and myself, who had been pre- 
viously summoned at the final consultation, 
agreed with Dr. Douglass that the end was near, 
and that nothing more was to be done than to 
make the patient as comfortable as possible. 
The General bad then lost his ability to swallow, 
his pulse was 120 per minute and feeble, and his 
respirations 25 per minute and shallow. His con- 
Sciousness gradually left him at midnight. Con- 
tinuing to sink, he died without a struggle at 
8:08 A. M., Thursday. July 23, 1885. Much to the 
regret of the entire staff, no autopsy was per- 
mitted. The family gave asa reason for the re- 
fusal thateach mémber was ye! | satisfied 
with the diagnosis and treatment of the disease. 

Thus ended a remarkable case. In comment- 
ing upon its features it must be conceded on 
behalf of scientific medicine that everything 
possible in the present state of our knowledge 
was done to prolong life and make it as toler- 
able as the circumstances of the disease wouid 
admit. The diagnosis given early in the case 
wus proved to be correct by the microscope, 
by the clinieal history of the patient, 
and by the fatal issue. Appreciating the 
usual course of the disease, the staff at no time 
ret any period for death until within the last 24 
hours, nor did any member of it at any time 
during the patient’s illness give the slightest 
reason for alarming the public by sensational 
rumors. As it is, the disease had a much shorter 
course than usual, owing to the prostration of 
the patient’s system, dependent in a great meas- 
ure upon other causes. 

The cause of the disease in this case is largely 
conjectural. Epithelioma asa rule starts from 
local irritation and, unlike other forms of can- 
cer, is not dependent upon hereditary predispo- 
sition to the disease. There must, however, 
aside from this, be a latent tendency toward 
cancerous troubles which is more pronounced 
in some individuals than in others; otherwise 
we should be unable to explain why simple and 
continued irritation would induce the disease in 
one case and not in another. It is, however, 
quite probable that the irritation of smok- 
ing was the active cause of the cancer in Gen, 
Grant's case. or, at least, it 13 fair te presume 
that he would not have had the disease if his 
habit had not been carried to excess. This as- 
sumption is maae in the face of the fact that, of 
the thousands who smoke, but a very small pro- 
portion suffer from the disease. As far as can 
be estimated the cancer commenced only nine 
months before death. Fortunately the breath- 
ing was never affected by the involvement of 
the parts around the partes vn nor was 
there any impediment to swallowing by the 
extension of the growth to the q@soph- 
agus. Both of these conditions might have ob- 
tained had the patient lived long enough to give 
an opportunity for the loca! disease to gain suf- 
ficient headway. The cancer presented an un- 
usual feature in first invading the side of the 
throat rather than that of the tongue, as the 
latter is most trequentiy the original seat of 
this disease. The appearance in the throat of a 
sloughing process during the regular progress 
of the cancer was a circumstance worthy 
of note, and explained much of the ex- 
haustion of the patient during one of his crit- 
ical periods. If it had not been forthis acci- 
dental complication the epithelioma would have 
tuken its usual course and the public would not 
have mistaken the extension of the inflamma- 
tory process for that of the cancer, and would 
not have been ready to believe that the original 
disease was disappearing when the sloughy de- 
posit was discharged. The patient at the time 
was better of the complication but not of the 
cancer. The latter never changed but for the 
worse. 

The occurrence of hemorrhage from _ the ero- 
sion of the walls of the larger vessels in the neigh- 
borlood was believed to be eventually possible, 
but was at no time seriously feared, as nature 
had thrown out her safeguards in the shape of 
dense deposits around the branches of the carotid 
artery and jugular veins. Although there wag 
more or less constant pain of a gnawing charac- 
ter, the patient was happily spared that agony of 
suffering which is often associated with the in- 
vasion of the deeper parts of the tongue by can- 
cerous disease. Had the latter occurred it was 
proposed to divide the sensitive nerve of the 
tongue (gustatory) through the mouth, which 
operation oftentimes gives absolute relief. Such 
pain as existed, however, was kept under contro! 
by cocaine and morphine, so that the last wish of 
the patient that his death should be a peaceful 
one was fully realized.

A CATTLEMEN'S STATE. 

Fareo, Dakota, July 30.—Information 
comes from Helena that a party of capitalists 
are about to depart for Washington with a 
new division scheme. They propose to divide 
Dakota on the Missouri River and Montana 
north and south, at the east endj of the Boze- 
man Tunnel, that portion of Dakota east of the 
Missouri River to be one State while that west of 
the river and the eastern part of Montana 
isto be another. The latter portion would in- 
clude the great cattle grazing country; and the 
western portion the minin interests. It 
is thought that this will ciassify the 
industries of these sections and prevent that 
clashing which would otherwise arise. The 
State of Dakota would then be an entirely agri- 
cultural community, while the new S8tate 
from the Missouri River west would be the 
cattliemen’s paradise. It is probable if this 
is done that the Black Hulls would be set 
off with Wyoming. These capitalists have 
any amount of money, and are determined 
to put this new_ scheme to a_ success- 
ful termination. It will undoubtedly be 
objected to in many quarters and they may have 
overestimated their power. The real object of 
the division isto giveto the cattiemen a State 
where they can secure such Jegislative protec- 
tion as they desire to satisfy their grasping 
schemes.

THE WHEAT CROP OUTLOOK, 


OUTLINES OF REPORTS FROM MINNESOTA 
AND DAKOTA, 

CurcaGo, July 30.—Dispatehes received 
here to-day from various points in Minnesota 
and Dakota indicate that the reports of damage 
to wheat from blight in those sections have been 
pretty highly colored, though considerable in- 
jury has been done some wheat fieids by blight 
and other agents. Reports of crops on the lines 
of railroads running out of Minnesota, as a 
general thing, show a fair condition as re- 


gards both yield and quality. Rust, blight, 
and chinchbuys are the chief causes of 
complaint. From the line of the Minneapo- 
lis and St. Louis the bulk of reports are 
favorable. Waterville reports some rust, but 
not much blight; Wasseca fears blight; Har- 
land some rust; Albert Lea, rust; Faribauit, 
blight; Cannon Falls, blight, half a crop; Ked 
Wing, rust and blight; Badger, wheat lodged 
and farmers discouraged; Forest City, grain 
lodged; Twin Lakes, blight and rust: Angus, 
too much rain: Ogden, rain and rust; Eden 
Prairie, chinchbugs, weevil, heat. ‘These com- 
prise the complaints, while about 60 points make 
no complaint and report good prospects. 

Col. G. D. Rogers, of Minneapolis, an authori- 
ty on crop and railroad matters, returned yes- 
terday from an extended trip through the 
Northwest. He says there is more or less 
blight and rust through Southern Minne- 
sota, especially through the older counties 
in the southeast, while in some coun- 
ties the chinchbugs are very plentiful. He 
is convinced the crop of Southern Minnesota 
willnot be more than one-half of last year’s. 
Along the Milwaukee and St. Paul Road, from 
Hastings to the Jim River in Dakota, there is 
some blight and rust, and the crop 18 65- 
timated at about three-quarters of last yegr’s 
Fhe quality of wheat is generally good. In some. 
parts of the Red River Valley Col. Rogers 
found thatrain andrust had damaged wheat 
trom 10 to 20 per cent. In other parts ot North 
Dakota the condition was as good as last year. 

J. W. Van Duzer, who virtually controls the 
elevators of the Chicago and Northwestern Rail- 
road systems, says there has been considerable 
damawe done the entire length of the Winonaand 
St. Peter Road in the south of Minnesota. From all 
accounts he figures that the yieldof Minnesota 
and Dakota will be about three-quarters of the 
crop of 1884. Sylvester Strong, owning elevat- 
ors on the Hastings and Dakota Road as far as 
Millbank, says he has examined the condition of 
crops carefully and found them good. The 
yield he is sure will be fully three-quarters 
of last year’s. A dispatch trom Brainerd, 
Minn., says the reportsot rust and blight to 
wheat are without foundation. “Blight ap- 
parent in large blocks” is reported from Water- 
town, Dakota. A dispatch from Pierre, Dakota, 
characterizes the reports of blight as untrue, 
and a like dispatch concerning the crop in 
Southern Dakota was received from Yankton, 
Huron, and Bath. 





A THEATRICAL COMPANY STRANDED. 
Syracuse, N. Y., July 30.—During the 
last two weeks of June and the first of this 
montha large number of men were at work at 
the Alhambra Skating Rink transforming it into 
atheatre. On Monday evening, July 20, it was 
opened by a company under the direction of 
Miss Emma R. Steiner, of Boston, and termed 
the New-York Standard Opera Company. 
Mile. Escalona, Miss Grace Atherton, and Mr. 8. 
Russell Childs, all of New-York, were an- 
nounced as the stars. Business was only fairly 
good, and as salaries were not forthcoming Miss 
Atherton and Mr. Childs refused to go on last 
evening in **The Mascot’? and to-day sought 
legal advice. There was a stormy svene this 
morning at the theatre when Miss Atherton 
went to pack her trunks, Miss Steiner claimin 
that she was taking costumes, &c., that were no 
her property. Harsh words were exchanged, it 
is said, and threats made. Miss Steiner says that 
the conditions of her agreement with the two 
people were that their expenses were to be paid, 
and if any profits accrued they were to share pro 
rata. There have been no profits, and it is prob- 
able that the company will go to pieces here. It 
is said that out of 20 members of the compargy, 
mostly from New-York, three-fourths of them 
are entirely without funds. Attorney 8 R. 
Stern secured the necessary papers, and the box 
receipts were attached this evening. The cos- 
tumes were included in the proceedings, but 
were allowed to remain in charge of Miss Steiner 
till Saturday night, the close of the engagement. 





THE COLLAPSED IRON MILL. 
Wiremineton, Del., July 30.—The list of 
sufferers by the fall of the finishing mull of the 
Diamond State Iron Company yesterday in- 
cludes the two dead already reported and il 
wounded. Of the latter two are in a dangerous 
condition and may die, while two or three 
others will be cripplea and maimed for life. 
Public sentiment holds Building Inspector 
Chandler responsible for the catastrophe, inas- 
much as he confesses to having condemned the 
walls, but as the builders insisted that they 
were heavy enough, he did not force them 
to tear the work down, but instead pers 
mitted them to go ahead with the slighted 
brick work. This, together with the fact 
that two or three other buildings he inspected 
have failen, has done much in bringing con- 
demnation upon himself. The Diamond State 
Tron Company is also held responsible in the 
public’s opinion for persisting in running up 
such afragile building as to be blown down 
by the tirst high wind. ‘The company in 
defense insists that the building was amply 
strong in the thickness of walls and that the 
cause of the buiiding falling was that the cy- 
clone struck the aperture inthe walls, waging 
the roof a distance, which, in settling, crushe 
down the wails. The Coroner will hold an in- 
quest to-morrow and the verdict of the jury is 
awaited with much interest by the indignant 
working people. 





TESTIMONY AGAINST RIEL. 

WINNIPEG, July 30.—In the Riel trial at 
Regina yesterday the remainder of the Crown 
witnesses were examined and the case of the 
prosecution closed. The evidence bore chiefly 
on the part taken by the prisoner in inciting to 
rebellion and leading the half breeds. Mer- 
chants who were imprisoned and their stores 
raided at Duck Lake and Prince Albert gave the 
history of the early incidents of the rebellion. 
Thomas Jackson, brother of Riel’s secretary, 
identified a number of documents in Riel’s 
handwriting calling on the half breeds and 
indians to join him in the rebellion. 
Charles Nollin, Riel’s cousin, said the prisoner 
told him last December he claimed an 
indemnity of $100,000 from the Dominion Gov- 
ernment for losses in the Red River rebellion. 
He saidif he got the indemnity be would go 
away and if not he would raise a-rebellion. The 
witness also deposed as to Riel’s Jeadership of 
the rebels. Gen. Middleton was examined and 
dwelled chiefly on the events of the Campaign, 
Atone point Riel’s anxiety got the better of 
him and he asked to be allowed to cross-examing 
the witness, He found fault with bis counsel's 
plan to rest his defense on the insanity plea. He 
was finally quieted down. Dr. Ray, of Quebec, 
and Dr. Clark, of Toronto, reached Regina yes- 
terday and inquired into Riel’s mental condi- 
tion. They will probably be examined for the 
defense to-day. 





HIS LAST NIGHT ON EARTH. 

CotumBus, Ohio, July 30.—Valentine 
Wagner will be hanged in the penitentiary here 
to-morrow morning at 11 o'clock. During the 
last few days Wagner has refused all nourish- 
ment, and is completly overcome with neryous- 
ness. Tears are constantly flowing down his 
furrowed cheeks, and his appeals to the officers 
of the penitentiary and the two guards in at- 
tendance to make one more appeal! to the Gov- 
ernor to spare his life are heartrending. To-day 
at noon Wagnér’s wife, sister, and daughters 
took the last farewell, after which the prisoner 
wee conducted to the death cell. When Wagner 
passed through the execution room he shud- 
dered, and as he was directed to go up a flight of 
stairs into the death cell he gave a heartrending 
shriek and swooned. It required three men to 
carry him up stairs. The prisoner was placed in 
bed, and restoratives were applied. It is the gen- 
eral helief that Wagner would die of terror were 
another day to pass before his execution. Wag- 
ner, while under the influence of liquor, mur- 
dered his brother-in-law, Daniel Sheehan, near 
Cardington, on the lith of December, 1883, and 
gaye himself up on the following morning. The 
murder was the climax of a feud that had ex- 
isted for some time.

FISHING IN HOT WEATHER 


THE ANGLER’S PARADISE AT 
ALEXANDRIA BAY. 

MR. BILLINGS CATCHES A PICKEREL—THE 
EVENT REVIVES A STURGEON STORY— 
ARRIVALS AT THE HOTELS. 

ALEXANDRIA Bay, N. Y., July 30.— 

Almost everybody catches the fishing fever after 

being here a few hours. The air is full of it. Mr.

Billings yielded with a sigh, countermanded the

fast, and packed his traps, promising himself to 
return in September, when the muskallonge are 
running, and gpend a week even if he becamea 
victim of alimony and all his wife’s relatives de- 
serted him in a body. It required a deal of heroic 
endeavor on his part to abandon the spot and its 
sport, for he had never seen anything like it in all 
his life. Saratoga had been good enough for him 
in previous years, and the races and the club had 
given him all the excitement hedesired. He had 
breathlessly watched the horses coming down 
the home stretch and bawied himself hoarse 
when his choice hung for an instant neck and 
neck with the favorite and then drew to the 
front, crossing the wire a full head in advance. 
He had followed the ball as it rattled around the 


roulette board, and had played on the red and 
black, and had tingled all over with excitement 
as a knave had turned opportunely and given 
him a bushel of chips. He had run the gamut in 
Schenck’s noble game, had held everything 
that could be held, once, indeed, actually 
holding a royal against fours, much to his 
own as well as the other fellow's surprise, 
and the excitement bad been intensified by 
the other losing his temper and calling him a 
sharper, and by their triends promptly pairing 
and raising a row that was riotous and destruc- 
tive of chandeliers and pier mirrors.

It was the largest 
pickerel that had been displayed this season on 
the porch of the Thousand Island House, and 
Billings was a monarch for the rest of that day. 
The other fishermen eyed him jealously, the 
boatmen got together in groups and won- 
dered who he was and how long he 
intended to stay among them, but most pleasing 
of all to a manof_ Billings’s sensitiveness, the 
ladies came down from the grand veranda to 
see his prize, holding their skirts and shudder- 
ing as they peered over at the monster and con- 
gratulated the proud Brooklyn man on his 
bravery. ‘“*Wasn't you afraid you'd get 
drowned ?”’ timidly asked one. “Nota bit of 
it,” replied Billings bravely. ** You see I had 
him right by the gills and he was bound to come 
when Billings began to put in his fine work.”’ 
He did not explain that the boatman had 
him by the coat tails at one time and 
was yelling like a madman: “Git back 
in the boat or we'll both go over- 
board.” Even the hotel clerk was defer- 
ential that night, and Manager Clemes insisted 
on doing the honors. And go Billings became a 
fisherman, and henceforth his dreams will be 
pictured with ten-pound pickerel, split bamboo 
rods, and nickel-plated mulsiolying reels, and his 
Summer life will be a burden until he gets away 
to the Thousand Islands for a month's vacation. 
Already he is negotiating for an island of his 
own on which he can build a cottage, and after 
he gets him a steam launch his life will indeed 
be complete. No wonder Presidents and ex- 
Presidents and men of pressing carés take ref- 
uge at the Thousand Jslands when the season of 
muskalionge, pickerel, and bass comes around. 

Very few greenhorns were ever fortunate 
enough to have a strike from a ten-pounder. 
Hardly one in a thousand could land it if he aid, 
Billings’s boatman had furnished him with a 
stout rod and strong tackle, and then he coached 
him while the fight was going on, Billings, 
moreover, was born lucky, and there was no 
flaw in his tackle. Besides, the hook had pene- 
trated the gill, and by giving out plenty of 
line the fish was bound to hang long enough to 
become exhausted. Billings’s success speedily 
revived the story, somewhat old by this time, of 
the 78-pound sturgeon caught here a few weeks 
ago by a gentleman named Clark. who 1s 
one of the State’s fish protectors. When Dr, 
Perry went back to Saratoga and told his guests 
about it they smiled sadly and shook their 
heads. In vain he submitted as evidence a pho- 
tograph ofthe fish and the fish pole as they ap- 
peared when brought into the office of the 
Thousand Island House. Many of the Saratoga 
visitors come to the Thousand Islands, and 
their first inguiry is about the sturgeon story. 
They have found several persons in the absence 
of Mr. Clark and of Dr. Perry who will vouch 
for its veracity, all of whom agree that these 
were the facts: Mr. Olark went .down to Goose 
Bay one morning bass Aghing. He had 
just made a beautiful cast when his line 
straiteped out and something dagted awa 
like a flash with the hook. In less e than it 
takes to write it, more than 200 feet of line were 
out and the reel was still singing merrily. The 
boatman caught the oars and was soon in hot 
chase of the game. It led him up river, then 
cdown, then across and back again. When reeled 
almost home it took the line and again shot off 
at a tremendous speed. Mr. Clark is one ot the 
most experienced fishermen who haunt the BSt. 
Lawrence, and he played the game well. At the 
end of one hour and five minutes the fish was in 
sight and thoroughly exhausted. He was too 
large to handle familiarly and a bullet was used 
to dispatch it. His hook was fastened not in the 
mouth but in the dorsal fin. The sturgeon had 
been lying lazily near the surface of shallow 
water when Mr. Clark made his cast, and as the 
hook dragged across its buck the point fastened 
in the fin. The pole with which it was piayed 
this long time weighed eight ounces, and the 
hook was held to the line with a single leader. 
This is the most astonishing fish story whose 
scene was ever laid at the Thousand Islands, and 
the astonishing part of itis that itis true. Bill- 
ings, however, was disposed to make little of it 
after his adventure with his first Piowerel. He 
thought the same thing when Mrs. Billings pre- 
sented him with their first baby. There w 
nothing like it anywhefe in the neighborhoo 
nor had its equal ever been seen, 

Almost the first object that strikes the eye of 
the traveler who comes down the river on the 
Cape Vincent or Clayton boat is the large num- 
ber of fishing boats on the float in front of the 
Thousand Island House. About a hundred 
boatmen get their living during the Summer by 
hiring themselves out to visitors. Their boats 
are almost all alike. They are built on the 
canoe model, and they all shine in their fresh 
coats of varnish. The difference between them 
is mainly Inthe furnishings, some having nickel- 
plated or brass work highly polished, while 
others are plain and just as substantial as their 
more pretentious consorts. The sea*s are broad 
enough to contain the seat of the swivel office 
chair, and very comfortable these chairs are to 
sit in and fisb. The bankers and brokers who 
use them in their offices are highly gratified at 
finding them in the fishing boats, and they sink 
into them jn the most natural manner and at 
once proceed to hang their jegs over the boat 
rails, as if they were desks, which were in no 
danger of being tipped into the water. The lux- 
ury of an office chair in an open boat is un- 
equaled, One can fish or not, as he pleases. There 
is no necessity for cutting bait, for the boatmen 
furnishes liye minnows for bait and fits them 6. 
your hook. The hotel people put up your 
lunch, and you take a whole day off for 
the sport. If you are unlucky and can’t 
hook the fisb, your boatman will help you out. 
He will cateh enoughfor dinner, and rowing 
over to one of the islands will cook them for 
dinner. He is your slave for the day and he will- 
ingly performs every service. You have hired 
him for re and agreed to give the usual charge 
of $1 for live bait, He expects hismoney when 
the boat reaches the float, whether at sundown 
or six hours later, itisthe same tohim. The 
boatman is hired by the half day or whole day. 
He goes out when you are ready. He heads for 
home when you say the word. Two or three 
persons can go along and stave the expense. If 
you are lucky you gail proudly up to the hotel 
porch and see your catch displayed ona table 
alongside the catches of other fishermen, 
If you are unlucky, as sometimes happens, 
you are certain not to reach home before sun- 
down. You are equally certain when you do 
get there to manifest no interest in fishing and 
to maintain a guarded reserve when the subject 
of your day’s employment is broached, ell 
the curious inquirer to go down and ask Plimp- 
ton if he doesn’t believe you have had a splendid 
day’s sport. Plimptonis your boatman. He is 
the tall quiet gentleman with a slouch hat, a 
white flannel shirt, and a Nazarene beard, 
and one of the best boatmen about the 
bay. If it has so happened that Plimpton 
has caught all the fish and you have 
caught nothing more than a nasty eel, he has 
said nothing about it to anybody. He is mag- 
nanimous enough either to disappear himself, or 
if cornered to tell a tolerably straight story of 
the day's happenings, in which you are not 
compromised in the least. If I werea banker or 
a broker, or even a millionaire, 1 should buy 
Plimpton and his handy outfit for a whole sea- 

on. As itis, perhapsI can induce some other 

ellow to make the investment. Plimpton 

knows the river and its ledges, its shoals, and 
its deep places. He knows his calling, and he

THE KERR SUICIDE. 

Montreal, July 30.—The inquest:on the 
body of Kerr, the defaulter, who shot himself 
on the Intercolonial Railway on being arrested 
by Kehoe, a Chicago detective, yas continued 
to-day. Mr. Shortell, of Stillwater, Minn., was 
examined, and-confirmed the report that the de- 
ceased man had committed a forgery to the ex- 
tent of $15,000.

The 
books of the sas company also show a deficit, 
Mr. Shortell was sent by Mr. Clark to try to ar- 
range with Kerr for the return of the stolen 
money, and if not to sere 8 proceedings for his 
extradition. He adds that he saw Kehoe in Chi- 
cago a fortnight ago, and that he knew he was 
coming to Canada in search of Kerr.

AN ABUNDANCE OF MONEY. 
MONTREAL, July 30.—The City and Dis- 
trict Sayings Bank has issued a circular to the 
depositors informing them that on account of

deposits over $4,000. The Bank of Montreal, it 
is understood, will issue a similar circular re- 
fusing interest on deposits exceeding $3,000. 
All the trouble is caused by the abundance of 
money which the timidity of the owners pre- 
vents them from employing productively. 
Every one is seeking safe investments, a sign of 
which may be noted in the fact that Montreal 
Bank stock is once more selling at above 200, 
with more buyers than sellers. The Canadian 
Pacific Railway bas paid the amount of its in- 
debtedness to the Bank of Montreal, which 
swells the surplus of idle money.

A press dispatch from Washington 
etates that there is question in Washing- 
ton touching the appointment of GEORGE 
'W. ALBRIGHT, of Albany, to a position as 
*‘ skilled laborer” in the Sixth Auditor's 
office and his assignment to the position 
of first assistant clerk in the appointment 
division. If the method of appointment be 
correctly stated it seems to have been un- 
mecessarily roundabout. Neither the chief 
clerk of the appointment division nor his 
assistant is included in the classified serv- 
ice of the Treasury Department, and there 
does not appear to be anything in the 
civil service rules forbidding an appoint- 
ment of either without ‘examination. If 
either of these positions were in the classi- 
fied service it could not be filled by trans- 
fer from any place outside of that service. 
It is stated in our own dispatches that Mr. 
ALBRIGHT is a capable gentleman of good 
character and will probably soon succeed 
the insufferable HIGGINS. 





The Virginia Democrats, in the course 
of their tremendously long platform, de- 
vote a little space to the question of civil 
gervice reform, which they treat in a quite 
original manner. They ‘‘ reiterate” their 
“*advocacy of such civil service reform as 
~will make character and fitness tests of 
official preference,” but they ‘‘ hold at the 
pame time that an Administration charged 
with the solemn responsibilities of gov- 
ernment and needing the relations of con- 
fidence and harmony between it and its 
subordinates to secure efficiency should not 
be unduly hampered by having obnoxious 
<fficials forced into or continued in its 
pervice, and no efficacious system can be 
established that does not work in accord 
‘with the wili and the aspirations of the 
people under an executive head untram- 
tmeled in the exercise of official positions, 
and the fundamental principles of free 
government exact that the powers of the 
‘Executive shall not be shackled by the 
‘usurpation of a commission or other of- 
ificial power unknown to the Constitu- 
ition.” This is in the highest style of the 
(political rhetoric of the ‘‘South-land.” In 
plain American it means that the Virginia 
sDemocrats are for a reform that will give 
\them the offices. 





_ Ex-Secretary CHANDLER seems willing 
to throw light upon the Government’s 
Healings with Mr. Roacu. Perhaps he 
will explain why nearly all of the 10 per 
pent. reservations that, according to the 
rontracts, were to be retained by the 
Government until the completion and ac- 
ceptance of the four vessels—amount- 
ing to about $200,000—was surrendered 
to Mr. Roacu before the change of 
Administration. It does not appear that 
a knowledge of Mr. Roacn’s critical 
financial condition led the department to 
surrender this money, for Mr. CHANDLER 
says that not until last May did he first 
know that Mr. Roacn’s financial condi- 
tion was critical. Probably Mr. CHANDLER 
can make an interesting and luminous 
explanation of this transaction, and it 
seems to us that the literature of the sub- 
ject ought to be enriched by it. 

Gen. Hancock, while most favorably 
impressed with the suggestion that the 
body of Gen. Grant be brought to this 
city by river, decides that the arrange- 
ments for its coming by rail are now 80 
far advanced that so complete a change 
of plan is not to be thought of. This 
fis to be regretted, not only on account 
of the superior facilities for an im- 











en ne 


posing funeral which the choice of the 
river route would have afforded, but 
because it will seriously disappoint 
thousands of people who will now have 
no opportunity to witness any part of the 
ceremonies. An earlier consideration of 
the proposal would beyond ‘doubt have re- 
sulted in its adoption. Meanwhile it is 
evident that the day on which the Gen- 
eral’s body is to be committed to the 
earth will see the streets and squares 
of New-York crowded with a throng 
of human beings far outnumbering any 
previous assemblage in the city’s history. 
To the vast resident population will be 
added an immense number of visitors 
coming from all parts of the country to 
take part in and witness the impressive 
ceremonies of the day. The hotels have 
al-eady received many applications for 
rooms, and it is to the credit of the city 
that there is scarcely any disposition to 
look upon the occasion as merely a fort- 
unate opportunity to make money. 











A New-York merchant has indicated a 
method of supplementing the defects of 
our extradition treaty with Great Brit- 
ain. He endeavored to collect some part 
of the debt due him from one of the 
interesting defaulters who are spending 
other people’s mon2y in Canada, and the 
defaulter taunted him with his inability 
to do anything to the purpose toward 
getting his money. Thereupon his credit- 
or described him in accurate but severe 
terms, and made demonstrations so 
threatening that the defaulter had 
him arrested. It is a pity that he 
should not have committed such an 
assault and battery as would have 
given his debtor an opportunity to 
reflect that a defect in a treaty of extra- 
dition would not protect a runaway thief 
from personal violence. It is not in the 
least likely that a Canadian jury would 
have found the assailant guilty of any 
crime. If it were understood that all the 
scoundrels who have taken refuge in Can- 
ada are liable to be assaulted by their 
American victims they would probably 
tind it prudent to change their names and 
conceal their whereabouts, instead of 
flaunting their crimes in the face of so- 
ciety in Canada. From the point of view 
of public decency this would be a very 
good thing. 











The arraignment of JOHN BRIGHT in 
Parliament for words spoken elsewhere 
has had the effect of bringing again into 
relief, for the thousandth time, the hostil- 
ity between the English and the Irish, 
who seem about equally unable to com- 
prehend each other. It is impossible to 
see how any good can result from the 
interference of Englishmen, of whom 
Mr. BRiGHT is one of the most lib- 
eral and progressive, with the details 
of the Government of Ireland, or 
from the representation of Ireland 
by a small minority of members of 
the British Parliament. Every such 
incident shows the desirableness of a large 
and liberal measure of homerule. Yet 
the Irish members not only do not bring 
forward such a measure, but when it is 
suggested by an Englishman, as it has 
been suggested by Mr. CHAMBERLAIN, they 
scout and deride it. 








Whatever may be said of the motives of 
the Pall Mall Gazette in making its dis- 
closures of vice in London, it seems that 
these disclosures will attain their ostensi- 
ble object. Agitation and pressure are 
potent in inducing legislation in England, 
and they bave been brought to bear in 
this case with much energy. The peti- 
tion fora change in the law which was 
yesterday presented to the House of Com- 
mons bore half a million signatures, and 
was attended to Westminster Palace 
by an enormous procession. Nobody 
can imagine that this result could 
have been brought about except by 
newspaper publication. The very fact 
that the disclosures have been in sub- 
stance made before and published in a Blue 
Book is a testimony to the efficiency of 
agitation by newspaper. As first pub- 
lished they did not excite the public in- 
dignation because they did not attract the 
public attention. It was necessary that a 
newspaper should take hold of the facts 
and work them up into a “sensation ” in 
order to arouse the British public to their 
meaning. . 











THE VIRGINIA CAMPAIGN. 


With the nomination of FrrzHuGH LEE 
the campaign in Virginia fairly opens. 
So far as the character of Mr. Lrx is con- 
cerned the Democrats have made a good 
choice, and he is undoubtedly popular 
with a kind of popularity that is very 
taking in the South. But the superiority 
of the Democratic Party in Virginia over 
their opponents is, after all, largely nega- 
tive. The issues presented in the canvass 
are not sharply defined, and the friends 
of honesty and good government have 
by no means so clear a path of 
duty before them as is desirable. The 
election of Ltr would be a check, and 
probably a final one, to the personal influ- 
ence of MAHONE, and that, so far as it 
goes, is a gain to the State. MaHONErep- 
resents in the completest manner not 
only the spoils system but the arbitrary 
and corrupt *‘ boss” system in politics. He 
is a thoroughly selfish and unscrupulous 
demagogue, and he has gathered about 
him a band of men like him in character 
and purposes and differing mainly in be- 
ing subservient where he is dictatorial. 
His one great achievement was to win the 
majority of the people of Virginia to the 
shameless repudiation of the debt of the 
State, and that of itself is enough to con- 
demn him. 

But it is unfortunate that his opponents 
have not the courage to take issue with 
him on this point. Probably most of the 
men in Virginia clear-headed enough to 
see that repudiation is a disgrace and a 
disaster and honest enough to wish to 
come tosome fair arrangement with the 
public creditors are now in the Demo- 
cratic Party, though MAHONE is accepted 
by some few of them on other grounds. 
But the Democrats do not feel strong 
enough to make a fight against the 
one principle of Mahoneism which 
is wholly and absolutely bad in 
honor and in policy. They weakly 
declare that they do not wish to 





interfere with the debt question as set- 
tled by a vote of the people. But they 
ignore that the last ‘‘settlement” was a 
distinctly dishonest repudiation of a pre- 
vious settlement, in which the State had 
obtained large concessions from its cred- 
itors under the most solemn pledge to pay 
what remained due. They ignore the fact 
that the State is entirely able to pay every 
dollar of its debt, and they know that 
the payment would be made easy for 
them if they could be trusted to keep 
their promises. They are guilty, in their 
eagerness to overthow MaHONE, Of ac- 
ceding to MAHONE’s policy. 

The effect of this position by the Dem- 
ocrats upon the popular sentiment and 
conscience in Virginia cannot but be bad. 
There was a fair opportunity, had they 
chosen to do so, to take issue with Ma- 
HONE and Mahoneism, to declare that the 
honor and interest of the State required 
that the just demands of its creditors be 
satisfied, and that the recent decision of 
the Supreme Court of the United States 
afforded an occasion for an arrange- 
ment with the creditors which should 
remove from the State the burden 
of discredit now resting upon it. 
A declaration of this sort would have 
aroused the conscience of the people of 
Virginia and would have arrayed on the 
side of the Democratic Party the forces of 
the future. Very possibly they could not 
have won the coming election on such a 
platform, but they are by no means sure of 
doing that now, and their position would 
have been one from which they could and 
would steadily advance. Asit is, we can- 
not see that a Democratic victory would 
in any way benefit the cause of honesty 
in Virginia. Whichever party wins, the 
people will remain in the same indifference 
to their obligations that they have so long 
been sunk in. The public morals are, in- 
deed, likely to be the more debauched by 
the doctrine of the Democrats that the pub- 
lic debt question is no longer one of dollars 
and cents, but one of ‘‘ State sovereignty.” 
The spectacle of the only remaining op- 
ponents of the repudiationist MAHONE 
taking up the old cry of State sovereignty 
to defend and perpetuate repudiation is 
interesting, but not encouraging. Neither 
Virginia nor the country has much to 
hope for from the defeat of either of the 
parties there. 








A CITY OF MODERATE FORTUNES. 


It is generally supposed that the city of 
Brooklyn has its share of wealthy men, 
but judging from the assessments for 
taxes on personal property this is a 
mistake. The Union publishes a list of 
those who are assessed for $5,000 and 
upward, and it is a very moderate list 
indeed, and it is a curious fact that it is 
made up mostly of persons whose personal 
property subject to taxation amounts to 
just $5,000. The people over the river 
seem to be very fond of round numbers, 
for, with scarcely half a dozen exceptions, 
their personal property amounts to an 
exact multiple of $5,000. If any one 
supposes there are any very rich men 
over there he will find out his mistake by 
scanning this list, for there is not a single 
person who is assessed on personal prop- 
erty for more than $100,000, and wealth is 
not invested altogether in real estate in 
Brooklyn. There are only three asgess- 
ments for $100,000, and two of these are 
estates in charge of Executors, which 
seems to indicate that a large proportion 
of the rich people of Brooklyn are dead. 

It is another strange fact that not a 
single person holds personal property of a 
value between $50,000 and $100,000. The 
cause of this might be an interesting sub- 
ject of inquiry. Only five persons are 
assessed as owning $50,000 of personal 
property, and three of these are dead, but 
nobody dead or alive happens to be pos- 
sessed of $60,000, or $70,000, or even 
$75,000. This is remarkable, but the 
peculiarity continues in the lower grades of 
taxpayers, for while five have just $30,000, 
and four others hold the same amount as 
Executors, there is but one whois assessed 
for an amount between $30,000 and 
$50,000, and he is the Executor of an 
estate. Itis worth mentioning that that 
estate is valued at $38,500. Gonsidering 
that the regular interval between assess- 
ments is $5,000, it is a little odd that there 
should be only three for $25,000. The 
solitary instance of a valuation between 
$25,000 and $30,000 is that of an estate 
of $26,800 in the hands of an Executor. 
In taking the next step downward we 
encounter but one assessment before 
reaching $20,000, and of course that is the 
case of an estate in charge of an Execu- 
tor. This is another peculiar fact regard- 
ing Brooklyn fortunes, that the estates of 
dead persons alone vary from the multi- 
ple of $5,000. There must be some ex- 
planation of this, and thoughtless persons 
may attribute it to the fact that the tax 
does not come out of the persons against 
whom the assessment is made. Nobody is 
assessed on an amount between $15,000 
and $20,000, and but 16 persons are set 
down as possessed of $15,000 in any and 
all forms of personal property. 





Surely Brooklyn isacity of moderate 
fortunes, which are almost uniformly 
made up by accumulations of $5,000 at a 
jump. Of those who are taxed even on 
$10,000 of personal property there are 
only 66 persons. There are men there 
believed to be millionaires and their prop- 
erty is not all invested in real estate. In 
fact there is good ground for believing 
that fully one-half the property in the 
city is in other forms. Where is it, and 
how does it happen to escape the 
Assessors? The process of assessment 
seems to be as peculiar as the 
results. It is mainly guesswork and 
pretty poor guesswork at that. Nobody’s 
property is inquired into, but every man 
whom the Assessors think best to put on 
the personal tax list receives a notice that 
he is assessed for so much. If he makes no 
reply the assessment stands and we hear 
of no case of a request that it be in- 
creased, If anybody objects to the as- 
sessment as too high it is cut down to suit 
him, or he ‘‘ swears off” such portion as 
he deems excessive. We do not suppose 
that the process or the results are greatly 
different in this city. 

All this really shows that the assess- 
mentof personal property is utterly arbi- 
trary and ridiculously imperfect. It must 





‘also be altogether inequitable. While 
being far below what it ought to be it has 
no kind of relation to what it ought to be 
and bears unevenly. The result is not 
merely injustice to those who are assessed 
proportionately higher than others, but 
injustice to those who are assessed on real 
estate. The system encourages putting 
property in elusive forms, and puts upon 
those who own modest homes, even if 
they are not paid for, a disproportionate 
share of the burden of taxation. The 
present method of assessing personal 
property in this State is a costly farce, 
and the comparatively poor people have 
to pay for it. 








LAWLESS CHINESE. 


Three members of the San Francisco 
Board of Supervisors, acting as a special 
committee, have in the last four months 
been making a thorough examination of 
that part of San Franciscé known as 
Chinatown. They have now submitted a 
long report describing the habits of the 
Chinese and setting forth in plain lan- 
guage and with considerable force their 
condition. Investigations heretofore made 
—official and unofficial—have disclosed 
to the people of this country the unutter- 
able degradation of the Chinese in San 
Francisco, but although the story is fre- 
quently told it does not cease to be 
interesting to the inhabitants of the city 
where the unwholesome influence of these 
immigrants is continually and powerfully 
exerted to the injury of those who sur- 
round them. There are some statements 
in this report, however, that show very 
plainly how vice and crime have flour- 
ished in Chinatown because the city au- 
thorities have refused to do their duty 
and because citizens have assisted in de- 
veloping the iniquity which they deplore. 

The Supervisors’ inquiries were made in 
a compact district including twelve city 
blocks. In this district there are said to be 
30,009 Chinese. The Supervisors admit that 
this settlement has for years openly defied 
all municipal Jaws relating to vice, sanita- 
tion, gambling, and the use of fire. 
Chinatown has been like a ‘‘ cancer” in 
the heart of the city. Slavery of the 
worst kind exists init. Filth almost inde- 
scribable is encountered in all parts of it. 
These 80,000 persons ‘‘ are at present, and 
long have been,” say the Supervisors, 
‘stronger than the law.” There seems to 
have been no attempt to enforce some of 
the most important laws and ordinances 
in the district. These twelve blocks are 
‘‘weographically and topographically by 
far the fairest and naturally the most 
valuable section of the city,” and yet 
these degraded wretches have been al- 
lowed to hold it and make in it the 
worst slums in America. Who are to 
blame? In part the white owners of 
the property, who receive from the Chi- 
nese, as the Supervisors admit, a greater 
revenue than they could get “from any 
other class of tenants.” These owners 
not only are glad to rent their property to 
the Chinese, but they also are willing to 
spend their money in erecting in their 
buildings barricades of boiler iron to en- 
able their tenants to violate the laws and 
at the same time to evade punishment. 


Of course, the Supervisors recommend 
that the laws shall be enforced, but it is 
apparent that the enforcement of laws is 
regarded by them rather as a policy that 
would drive the Chinese to Eastern cities 
than as one that would improve their con- 
dition in San Francisco. They desire that 
Eastern people shall discover by daily con- 
tact with these ‘degraded creatures just 
how disagreeable and dangerous they 
are. ‘‘Enforce upon the inhabitants of 
Chinatown,” they say, ‘“‘so far as may be 
possible by every legitimate method that 
can be devised, a cost of living that shall 
approach as nearly as possible that of the 
ordinary white laborer. Take away from 
the Chinaman by such methods as these 
the largest possible part of the profit of 
his earnings as they accrue now from his 
present mode of life. Scatter them by 
such a policy as this to other States.” 

Undoubtedly San Francisco ought to 
enforce against the Chinese the laws that 
are enforced against its white citizens. 
This should be done, and if the result should 
be a dispersion of the Chinese or their ele- 
vation in the scale of manhood and re- 
spectability, it would have the merit of 
having been accomplished in a legitimate 
way. But why has the city for so many 
years refrained from using so powerful a 
weapon? Why have its authorities so per- 
sistently refused to require the Chinese to 
obey the laws? 








AUTUMN MILITIA MANQEUVRES. 


While the State Camp at Peekskill is do- 
ing its usual good work this year in train- 
ing the National Guard for service, there is 
a feeling that it is time now tosupplement 
even this agency by another, thus enabling 
a new step to be taken in advance. The 
State Camp is small in its present appli- 
ances. It accommodates only a regiment 
at a time, or the equivalent of a regiment. 
There is no opportunity yet for a protract- 
ed brigade encampment and still less for 
a division encampment. This is not a 
fault in the Peekskill camp, since many 
of its best friends do not advocate its con- 
version into a brigade camp, lest its pres- 
ent thorough regimental work, which is 
after all the most important, should suf- 
fer by the change. What is needed is to 
supplement this camp by some other an- 
nual performance—by something, in short, 
which corresponds to the Autumn ma- 
noeuvres by which European nations set 
so much store. 

Now, it so happens that the State of 
New-York is immeasurably favored above 
all the other States of the Union in its 
facilities for this purpose. By far the 
greater part of its entire militia organiza- 
tion is concentrated in one corner of the 
State, so that they could assemble there 
for division manoeuvres with vastly less 
trouble than at Peekskill. A second and 
still more unusual advantage must be 
noted. Two great cities—the two great- 
est in the State and two of the greatest in 
the country—are side by side in this cor- 
ner, and there isa full division of well 
armed, well drilled, well equipped militia 
in each. Here, then, we have the founda- 
tion elements of the very manoeuvres de- 
sired. The regular army itself could not, 
even at large expense, prudently procure 





such an accumulation of troops for drill 
as exists every day in the year in the 
cities of Brooklyn and New-York. 

The next question to occur is how these 
troops are to be brought together for the 
purpose. A little reflection will show 
that there are half a dozen ways of doing 
this, each one of which could furnish the 
Autumn manoeuvres of a year until the 
series should be exhausted and reconi- 
menced. To begin with, the First Di- 
vision might be assigned a portion of the 
task of defending the outer lines of New- 
York from an attack from the north by 
the Second Division. Here there would 
bea choice of ground according to the 
amount of work required. The field of 
operations might at one time be in the 
upper part of the island itself -and at an- 
other, still better, in the annexed dis- 
trict or in Westchester County. And 
again, the attacking force might be landed 
from Brooklyn either by way of the East 
or the North River. Or the First Divis- 
ion might be transferred to Long Island, 
having in like manner a choice of opera- 
tions from the north or the south shore. 
Of course, the manoeuvres would be con- 
dicted at a distance from Brooklyn, and 
the neighborhood of Hempstead would be 
one locality peculiarly well suited to them. 
These are only examples of what could be 
done at a very slight cost of transporta- 
tion and with very little time expended in 
getting to the actual scene of operations. 
Other plans could be suggested and great- 
ly elaborated in detail. 

Another advantage of such operations 
on an extended scale by whole divisions 
is that each organization almost from its 
departure from the armory to the rendez- 
vous could be exercised in all the accom- 
paniments of an actual march. Then, 
sooner or later, there would be an oppor- 
tunity for skirmishing and outpost duty; 
for the duties of advance and rear guard; 
for practicing in the escort and defense of 
trains; for duties on transports, and, in 
short, whatever the extent of time allotted 
to the manceuvres, it could all be made 
useful, It would be easy to contract the 
scope of the manceuvres, if advisable, by 
making them include only an attack and 
defense on one particular line, as part of 
much more extensive operations. With 
such facilities afforded by the presence of 
an adequate number of troops, conven- 
ience of transportation, and proximity of 
grounds, these practice manceuvres seem 
almost sure to be attempted in due time. 








BAD BEER. 

eThat extremely bad beer is frequently 
sold in this city is a fact known to every 
thirsty man. If, however, any one ever 
complains that he has suffered from bad 
beer, and the complaint reaches the Brew- 
ers’ Association, the latter immediately 
desires to be furnished with proof that 
bad beer has at any time been sold. Of 
course the proof is not to be had. The 
average man is not an analytical chem- 
ist, and is not provided habitually with 
tests for detecting unlawful ingredients 
in beer. He knows bad beer by the taste 
and the effects of it, but when, a week 
after drinking it, he is requested to furnish 
proof that it was bad he is unable to do so. 
*Now the question whether New-York 
beer is good or bad could be easily tested 
by a committee of self-sacrificing men. 
Let us say that this committee con- 
sists of twenty men. On meeting together 
the exact measure of each man’s head 
could be taken, and he could then proceed 
to drink six, ten, or twenty glasses of 
Smith’s beer. The heads of the committee 
should afterward be measured at 7 o’clock 
the next morning, and the size of their 
respective heads at that time noted. Two 
days later the same process should be re- 
peated in connection with Brown’s beer, 
and two days later still with Robinson’s 
beer. In this way every variety of beer 
made in this city could be tested in the 
course of a fortnight or so. 

It would, of course, follow that the ex- 
cellence of the beer would vary inversely 
as the size of the headsof the committee 
the morning after drinking it. Suppose 
that Smith’s beer should be found to in- 
crease the size of the head three inches, 
that Brown’s beer increased the size of 
the head four inches, and Robinson’s beer 
only half an inch. The committee would 
then decide that Robinson’s beer was near- 
ly pure; that Smith’s was badly adul- 
terated, and that Brown’s was still worse. 
The average inviease of head in conse- 
quence of drinking absolutely pure beer 
is about one-twenty-fourth, and taking 
this asa standard the committee could 
determine beyond any question the com- 
parative merits of the beer made by differ- 
ent brewers. 

But even then it is doubtful if some 
brewers would be satisfied. A brewer, 
like a man, cannot be convinced against 
his will, and the maker of beer having a 
head-swelling capacity of eight inches 
would, when confronted with the evi- 
dence, deny that his beer had any share 
in producing the phenomenon.

AGERMAN ARCHAZOLOGIST 1N CYPRUS, 
Tothe Editor of the New-York Times : 

With the last Austrian steamer there ar- 
rived at Cyprus Dr. Diimmler, a well known ur- 
cheeologist, and member of the Imperial German 
Archeological Institute, sent by the Imperial 
German Government, with recommendations 
from Lord Rembold, English Ambassador at 
Athens. 

Dr. Diimmler has several objects in view in 
making this visit to the island. 

First—He wishes to. examine the Cyprus Mu- 
seum and the diggings that have been made for 
the museum and for the Cyprus Government 
under the superintendence of Max Ohnefalsch- 
Richter. ; , 

Second—He has to make a scientific report as 
to the different periods of art and culturein the 
island revealed by these and other excavations. 

third—He wishes to examine on the spot the 
questions that have been raised as to the true 
character of the discoveries of Cesnola,and as 
to the truthfulness of the statements made in 
his book ** Cyprus.”’ 

Fourth—He intends to carry on certain archxo- 
logical excavations. 

It is sincerely to be hoped that one result of 
Dr. Diimmler’s work at Cyprus will bea final 
settiement of the question as to whether we 
have been deceived by the collections and by 
the book of L. P. Di Cesnola. And with regard 
to the later controversy between Cesnola and 
Ohnefalsch-Richter it ought not to be difficult 
for an impartial investigator in the position of 
Dr. Dimmier to discover which of the two has 
truth on bis side.

RECENT. . INCIDENTS CAUSING 
MUCH COMMENT. 

#ZORD RANDOLPH CHURCHILL’S ABSENCE 
FROM THE LIVEkPOOL MEETING—MR, 
CHAMBERLAIN ON ENGLISH LAND LAWS. 

Loxpon,. July 30.—Lord Randolph 
Churchill, Secretary of State for India, 
and the Earl of Iddesieigh, (Sir Stafford 
Northcote,) First Lord of the Treasury, 
both remained away from the banquet 
to the Ministers last night. Their absence 
has caused much comment, and has added 
to the sensation produced by Lord Ran- 
dolpb’s decision at the last moment 
not to attend the great Tory meeting yes- 
terday in Liverpool, where he was to be 
the principal speaker. The Times, com- 
menting on the Liverpool incident and on 
the explanation that the Indian Secretary 
refused to go to Liverpool because the two 
Tory members of Parliament from that 
city had refused to support his Irish poi- 
icy in the House of Commons, says the 
whole affair is an instructive illustration 
of the lack of unity in the Conservative 
party. 

The first reports about the reasons for 
Lord Randolph’s absence from Liverpool 
are confirmed. He telegraphed to the 
meeting an expression of sympathy with 
the objects of the meeting and plainly 
stated that he must decline to take part 
in it because the two Conservative mem- 
bers from that city had, in the House 
ef Commons, voted in disapproval 
of the Government’s policy toward 
Ireland and on the Medical Relief 
bill. The meeting was postponed because 
of Lord Randolph's refusal to attend. He 
has agreed to go to Liverpool a month 
from now and address a meeiing of Con- 


servajives there on his own account. 
The excitement in Liverpool over last 
night’s occurrence is very great to- 
day. Delegates from all_ sections of 
the Conservative Party in England have 
been aroused py the incident, and have 
united in empowering Mr. Arthur B. Jor- 
wood, one of the Tory members from 
Liverpool, to proceed to London in the 
pame of the party, consult with Lord 
kandolph and the other Conservative 
leaders, and arrange to secure an address 
in Liverpool from the Indian Secretary 
upon his own termsand at his own con- 
venience. 

In the House of Lords to-night the Med- 
ical Relief bill passed the committee stage 
without amendment. 

The House of Commons to-night reject- 
ed, by a vote of 10s to 62, Lord Jehn Man- 
ners’s amendment to the Sixpenny Tele- 
graph bill. The bill of the late Post- 
master-General, Mr. Shaw-Lefevre, mak- 
ing the cost of a twelve-word telegram, 
including the address, 6d., passed in com- 
mittee unamended. The House then went 
into committee on the criminal bill. 

Mr. Chamberlain, in a speech at Wilt- 
shire to-day, advised workingmen to press 
for areform of the land laws in favor of 
small lifehoiders. He said he believed 
that the farming grievances in England 
were as great as those in Ireland. The 
time was coming. he said, when a revision 
of the relations between Church and State 
would be made. 

Sir Charles Dilke is the guest of Mr. 
‘hamberlain, at Highbury, near Birming- 
nam. He hopes to resume his duties in 
Parliament next week. 





THE EGYPTIAN PROBLEMS. 
#£L MAHDI’S DEATH—THE NEW LOAN QUICK- 
LY SUBSCRIBED FOR. 

Carro, July 30.—It is reported that since 
El Mahdi’s death his followers have been 
continually fighting among themselves. 

Sr. Pretrersspurc. July 30.—The Novoe 
Vremya expresses a fear that the pre- 
dominance of the Conservative influence 
in Egypt and the death of El Mahdi may 
result adversely to Russia’s interests, and 
says it hopes that Russian diplomats may 


prove able to counteract this influence. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, July 30.—It is rumored 
here that England meditates conferring 
with the other powers to obtain their in- 
dorsement for settling the Egyptian ques- 
tion without the consent of Turkey, 1n the 
event of the failure of the present negotia- 
tions on that subject between Great 
Britain and the Porte. 

Lonpon, July 30.—In the House of Com- 
mons to-night Mr. Henry Labouchére 
asked the Government whether the Glad- 
stone Government had not intended that 
the Bank of England should issue the 
Egyptian loan as a public tender, and 
why, if such an arrangement had 
been made it had been altered, seeing 
that the premium on _ the _ bonds 
which would have been obtained 
would have saved £200,000 to the 
Egyptian Treasury. Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach, Chancellor of the Exchequer, re- 
plied for the Government that the houses 
of Bleichroder and Rothschild had floated 
the loan in Paris and Berlin, owing to the 
international questions arising out of the 
eotire transaction. The Government, 
he ‘said, would place before’ the 
House the entire correspondence relating 
totheloan. The Daiiy News states that 
it believes it to be a fact that Mr. Glad- 
stone intended that the Bank of England 
should issue the loan. It is reported, the 
News says, that Prince Bismarck insisted 
that German financial houses should share 
the “‘plunder,” and that the Marquis of 
Salisbury complied in order to conciliate 
Prince Bismarck. 

The subscriptions to the Egyptian loan 
of $45,000,000 have been closed. ‘Lhey ag- 
gregated ten times the amount of the lean. 
Country investors are indignant over the 
early close of the list. Private investors 
received no alistment.

THE FRENCH COLONIAL POLICY. 
4& VIOLENT SCENE IN THE CHAMBER OF 





DEPUTIES, 
Parts, July 30.—In the Madagas- 
car debate in the Chamber of Depu- 
ties to-day, M. Clémenceau, reply- 
ing to M. Ferry, declared that a 
careful examination showed that no 


colony yielded advantages in proportion 
to the cost of its maintenance. The seek- 
ing after fresh colonies had been a source 
of loss to France. M. Ferry’s theory that 
it was the duty of superior races to civilize 
inferior races was opposed to the rights of 
man. (ould M. Ferry define the terms 
*‘superior”’ and “inferior” as applied to 
raees? The Germans in 1880 described the 
French as “inferior.” Were the Chinese 
inferior to the French? The forcible colo- 
nial expavsion policy was madness; it was 
the duty of the Government to secure the 
ta ety of France, not to scatter its forces. 
{Applause.] 

M. Brisson said that the Cabinet aimed 
at uniting the forces of the republic and 
preserving national property. He ap- 
pealed to the Chambers to vote thecredit, 
aud promised that the Government would 
do its utmost to arrange that the col- 
onies should cost less and contribute more 
than at present. The credit was then 
voted—291 to 142. 

The debate was continued this evening. 
M. Clémenceau made along and violent 
speech in reply to ex-Premier Ferry’s de-

THE TROUBLES OF IRELAND. 
LIMERICE, July 3#.—The Municipal Coun- 
cil has again refused to pay the extra tax 
levied to pay the extra police expenses in- 
curred during the disturbances under 
Earl Spencer’s Government. The Council 
resolved to ask the Earl of Carnarvon, 
present Viceroy, to withdraw the procla- 
mation of this tax against the city.

Farquharson, the joint Dublin manager, 
who has abscended, willfully prevented 
the Baxk of Ireland from advancing to 
the Munster Bank a desired loan which 
wouid have enabled it to tide over 





the crisis by refusing to give to 
the Bank of freiand the _ securities 
intrusted to him with which to ob- 


tain the credit, and upon which the Bank 
of lreland had decided to lend. Farquhar- 
son was unmarried. He was a great specu- 
lator in the London Stock Exchange and 
on the Continental bourses. Be lived 
stylishly, and recently purchased a hand- 
some suburban villa near Dublin for 
$25,000. The police traced the defaulting 
manager to Northwall, whence, they 
learned. he departed for Holyhead on 
Tuesday evening last. 

LONDON, July 30.—The scheme of the 
Munster Bank deputation now here, which 
proposes to re-establish the bank on a 
sound basis, is considered a feasible one. 
A meeting will be held ia Dublin to-mor- 
row to confer witu the deputation ou its 
return from London and arrange for a re- 
vival of the bank. 

DuBLIN, July 30.—The frauds in the ac- 
counts of the Munster Bank have caused 
a great sensation in Dublin and Cork. 

it is stated that Robert Farquharson, the 
absconding branch manager of the Mun- 
ster Bank, has sailed for Baltimore on a 
small vessel which he chartered himself. 
Mr. Warren Payne, the newly elected Di- 
rector, stated to-day that it was owing to 
Farquharson that the Bank of Ireland 
bad refused a loan to the Munster Bank, 
that the Directors were determined to 
bring the thief to justice, and that the of- 
ficers were now in pursuit.

Thechief conditions 
are that the canal shail begin at Eastham lock 
and be dredged to a aepth of 15 feet, and that 
the company shall raise £5,000,000 capital.

The 
failure of George Heseltine, an American job- 
ber, is also announced. 

A man named Brown, who was arrested in the 
East End, London, on last Monday on a charge 
of having attempted murder, had a box in his 
possession in which has been found a diary con- 


taining the following statements: “In 1869, 
killed a man in Tennessee; wounded another in 
Louisiana, where I burned a house.” The police 
are making inquiries to ascertain the identity of 
the prisoner. 


BANGALORE, India, July 50.—The Indian 
soldier who recently rebelled and shot several 
native officers was hanged bere to-day in the 
presence of the British and native troops. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, July 30.—Dispatches 
from Smyrna state that two earthquake shocks 
were felt there to-day. : 

The Porte has made contracts with Krupp for 
$3,500,000 worth of bis guns, and the politicians 
here are wondering whence the money to pay 
for them is to be obtained. 

Said Pasha, the Grand Vizier, continues to 
grow worse in hisillness. Heis now becoming 
insane. His incapacity delays the Anglo-Turk- 
ish negotiations about Egypt. 


Paris, July 30.—Terribie and destructive 
storms, accompanied by thunder and lightning, 
have prevailed in the Southern Provinces. In 
Rodez, the capital of the Department of Avey- 
ron, the lightning set fire to the Priests’ Sem- 
inary. Many farm houses have been destroyed 
by the storm, and many persons are reported to 
have been killed.

Moscow, July 30.—Sixty criminals who 
had been sentenced to exile in Siberia recently, 
while en route, rose against their guards, and 
although unarmed began a desperate tight for 
liberty. ‘Ihe battle lasteda long time, and the 
soldiers were absolutely unable to conquer their 
manacied assailants. Twenty of the prisoners 
were shot dead, and of the other 40 80 succeeded 
in making good their escape. Two of the sol- 
diers were wounded during the fight. 

Maprrp, July 30.—The cholera is not 
only increasing in the poorer quarters of this 
city, but is makine its way into the streets or 
the better quarter of tbe capital, which have 
hitherto been exempt. King Alfonso has inti- 
mated that if the cholera continues to spread in 
Madrid he will return to that city. The number 
of new cases of cholera throughout Spain Tues- 
day was 2.316, and the number of deaths from 
the disease 855. On Wednesday there were re- 
ported 8,168 new cases and 1,252 deaths. 

Rome, July 30.—The Papal allocution, 
delivered during the consistory to-day, con- 
demns the Italian Government for its action in 
prohibiting the public carrying of the sacra- 
ment through the streets to the sick, and for 
permitting the assemblage in Rome of the anti- 
clerical congress recently held in the holy city. 
The Pope regrots French obstruction, which, he 
says, has increased the difficulties with France. 
He says that although Rome has maintained a 
conciliatory attitude during the progress of the

VIRGINIA DEMOCRATS READY FOR 
THE CAMPAIGN. 
A TICKET THATSHREWD POLHTICIANS THINK 
THE REPUBLICANS CAN DEFEAT—HON- 
ORS TO GEN. GRANT’S MEMORY, 

RicumonpD, Va., July 30.—The Demo- 
cratic Party of Virginia hus named its candi- 
dates and adopted its plattorm, and the campaign 
in the State may now be expected to be pushed 
with vigor on both sides. Now that both Re- 
publicans and Democrats have selected -their 
men and professed the principles upon 
which their appeal is to be made to the 
voters, it is not impossible to see what 
sort of a fightis to be made and to conjecture 
what the probable result will be. Gen. Fitz- 
hugh Lee, a gentleman and soldier of renown 
during the attempt to establish an independent 
Southern Confederacy, is made the standard- 
bearer, with the cry of ‘* Boots and sad- 
die!” and an exhortation to every Dem- 
ocrat to put him into the Governor's 
chair. ‘* We have the power,” said Chairman John 
8. Barbour to the convention, “und we must 
win.” With the election laws so constructed as 
to make the Democrats the receivers, the cus- 
Sodians, and the judges ofthe election, this dec- 
laration and command is significant. Gen. Lee 
is accounted a liberal Democrat. In his brief 
speech lust night he said he favored a course 
that will invite capital and labor to the 
State. Like most of the men of 50 years 
of age who are in politics iu this State and in the 
Democratic ranks, he is full of the Confederacy. 
His speech and those of all but the younger men 
were characteristic of the party retrospective 
rather than prospective. Virginia’s glory, in 
the estimation of her older _ politicians, 
is in the past rather than in the future. 
The young men who forced their way to 
the front yestérday and to-day, and who had so 
much to do with defeating the plans of Bar- 
bourand the oid-time Bourbons, were infants 
when the experimental Confederacy died. Their 
etforts were not allowed to pass without rude 
rebuke. That they were made at all should be 
encouraging to ail men who believe that a bet- 
ter future will dawn for the “grand old Com- 
monwealth.” 

Upon the ticket with Gen. Lee have been 
named Mr. John E. Massey for Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor,and Mr. Rufus A. Ayrestor Attorney-Gen- 
eral. Mr. Massey, or ** Parson” Massey, as he 
is called, was a Readjuster and an original mem- 
ber of that party. He was made State Auditor 
by that party, and desired to be made United 
States Senator when Mahone was elected. 
That slight boon was refused by Mahone, 
and Massey drifted into the{;Bourbon ranks, In 
several campaigns he has since been one of their 
most vaiued speakers, and his nomination is 
attributed, and reasonably so, to his -upposed 
ability to meee Republican speakers on the 
stump. His personal following asa candidate 
for Governor was insignificent. Twenty-nine 
votes were all he could command, 
while Capt. Phil McKinny had 227. 
Sound poi.tical wisdom would have 
suggested that McKinney should have been 
named for Lieutenant-Governor. As it is, with 
the Democrats aware of the importance of hav- 
ing a candidate popuiar with the south side and 
tidewater Virginia, these districts were appar- 
ently disregarded, and Massey, a caudidate from 
midland Virginia, was chosen for the :ec- 
ond place. The candidate tor Attorney-General 
is Mr. Rutus A. Ayers, of Scott, who enjoys the 
rare distinction of having been a private in the 
Confederate Army. His strongest opponent 
was James A. Wuiker, of Pulaski. Ayers was 
the choice of the younger and more progressive 
men of the party, whiie Waiker was pushed for- 
ward by the old liners. 

No one pretends that it is a ticket to be com- 
pared for attractiveness with that of the Repub- 
licans, save in the head. Lee is popular, but he 
is no debater, and the managers are embarrassed 
at the start with the conviction that they will 
be compelled to f rbid him to meet. his opponent 
on the stump, andthat Mr. Wise will dare him 
to a discussion from the outset of the campaign. 

When the convention met again to-day at 10 
o’clock there were many vacant seats in the 
theatre. None of the voters, however, had gone 
home. ‘* Parson’? Massey was introduced to an 
audience tbat yelled lustily at him, and he 
pleased it mightily by telling it how grati- 
fied he was becuuse Lee had been nominated. 
Then Capt. McKinney, another aspirant for the 
nomination of Governor, expressed bis satisfac- 
tion with the choice of the convention. It was 
the regular thing to do here, and any defeated 
candidate who would not appear before the con- 
vention to celebrate his own defeat and swear 
fidelity to his successful competitor would be 
regarded as being in exceedingly ** bad form.” 

The half dozen speeches in which Massey was 
nominated and seconded as a candidute for 
Lieutenant-Governor were heard by the “ Par- 
son” from his seat on the stage. They were all 
full of Confederate reminiscences and refer- 
ences to the virtue and intelligence of the 
Democrats of Virginia. It is probable that 
nothing except the thought of rapidly ac- 
cumulating board bills at the hotels stopped 


the flow of eloquence. The voting was 
one-sided, and before the roll call 
was completed the name of Col. John 


L. Hurt. of Pittsylvania, was withdrawn, and 
Massey was nominated by acclamation. Of 
course Mr. Massey and Mr. Hurt had to make 
the usual speeches. “ Parson’? Massey, who is 
small, clad in black, his head thrown sligbtly 
forward, has a short beard of gray, spectacied 
eyes, and gray hair brushed smoothly back over 
a bald spot on the crown, maintained his reputa- 
tion for readiness of speech by chafing with 
delegates who addressed him. 

Ex-Judge Waller R. Staples opened the nom- 
inations for Attorney-General. He named Gen. 
James A. Walker, and the name of Waiker was 
weil received. An equally good reception was 
accorded tothe presentation of Mr. Rufus A. 
Ayres's name, while that of Mr. R. R. Henry,a 
very dark horse, was productive of very 
little appiause. Mr. Aylett, of King Wili- 
iam County, in urging one of the can- 
d dates, suggested a motto of mixed deri- 
vation, appealing to the convention to go 
into the fight with the cry, **To your tents, oh 
Israel; sound boots and saddle.’ While Col. 
May, ot Tazewell, was naming R. R. Henry 
he was interrupted by a delegate who shouted, 
* We are the pure Caucasian race; damn the 
nigger.” And he soon after added, when the 
name of the Republican “boss” was mentioned, 
* Mahone be damned.” Mr. B. O. James, of 
Goochland, one of the brightest of the 
young Democrats, appeared to support 
Ayres. His appeal irritated Gen. Terry, 
a friend. a crusty, old-fashioned fellow, 
who rudely blurted outthat James probably bid 
for the young men, with the hope that he wouid 
soon get a nomination himself. For the 
first. time in the convention hisses were 
heard, which so embarrassed Terry that 
he made the mistake of answering that 
he did not mind such noises, as he was 
used to hearing them. When the roll call on 
Attorney-General was finished, and before the 
result was announced Walker had more than 
860 votes. Nine more would have nominated 
him. Walker’s men, however, seemed to fear 
that their candidate would not be nominated. for 
several counties deserted him. Henry’s 90 votes 
were transferred to Ayres, and atter the most 
interesting contest of the convention, Ayres was 
nominated. 

The plutform, which was read just before the 
adjournment, was only a shorter copy of the 
platform adopted two weeks ago by the Repub- 
licans and a tew modifications to give it a cioser 
fit to the Democrats. The Republican platform 
was aggressive; that of the Democrats is defen- 
sive, parts of it being answers in formal phrase to 
some of the charges made by the Mahone plat- 
torm. The paragraph upon civil service reform, 
while it begins with a favorable expression, is 
an ill-contrived arrangement of words to con- 
ceal the Bourbon hatred of a system which is 
based upon merit and intelligence. The plat- 


form “ points with pride”. to all the principles 
of the Kepublicans which bave been adopted, 
and only ‘spurns’ those charges which the 


Republicans make against the Democrats. 

One act of the convention was performed 
graceful)jy and impressively. The first resolu- 
tion reportea by the Committee on Resolu- 
tions was one expressing the sorrow of the 
convention at the deatu of Gen. Grant, and 
extending to the family of the great 
commander the greatest sympathy with 
them in theiraffliction. It was immediately put 
to the convention by Chairman Pollard, and was 
adopted bya rising vote. A reference to the 
ceath of Grant was made yesterday by Judge 
Goolrick in his speech, and it was received with 
evident approval. 

Mr. John 8. Wise will begin his campaign work 
on Monday next, and wil! force the figbting on 
the part of the Democrats. There is more than 
a chance, in the estimation of good politicians, 
that the Republican State ticket will win, 
notwithstanding a Democratic advan*‘age 
of the control of the election. machinery. 
The Democrats are more anxious about the 
Senatorial election than they are about the 
office of Governor. The Legislature to be elect- 
ed in November will choose Mahone’s successor, 
The ficht against Mahone is now alone a Demo- 
cratic fight. Wise’s election would not necessari- 
ly be a Mahone victory. If the Democrats find 
that sombody must be sacrificed it wili be the 
candidates on the State ticket rather than those 
for the legislative positions.

That was 
pretty good work.”

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HERTELL NICELY CAUGHT. 





THE DISHONEST BOOKKEEPER NOT LIKELY 
TO ESCAPE THIS’TIME. 

CurcaGo, July 30.—William H. Hertell, 
a young and opromising thief, was ar- 
rested here to-day on a _ specific charge 
of swindling Pierce & Keenan, dealers in 
foreign fruits, in whose employ he was 
up to November, 1884, out of $1,100. Itis be- 
lieved that thorough investigation will swell this 
amount to $4,000 at least. Hertell, who is only 22 
years old, entered the employ of Pierce & 
Keenan in 1884 ina menial! position. He rose un- 
til he had control of the books. Then he 
conspired with James H. Carey, who held 
a similar position with Cuneo & Garibaldi, 
fruit merchants, to swindle the latter firm. In 
November, Hertell, whose real name is 
Latz, gave up his position with Pierce 
& Keenan, saying he was going into 
business with his uncle in New-York. He went 
to New-York accompanied by a woman Called 
*“Jettie,’ upon whom  he_ had _s spent 
most of his plunder, and the two _ vreg- 
istered at the Hoffman House as “Mr. 
and Mrs. Foster, Chicago.” He commenced 
operations at once by making sight drafts on 
Garibaldi & Cuneo for large amounts. These 
were indorsed by Edward Stokes, of the 
Hoffman House, and honored by Carey, who 
did all the banking business for the Chicago 
end. Carey covered his tracks by ratsing checks 
from customers and making false entries. Be- 
tween Nov. 10, 1884, and Feb, 15, 1885, the share 
of each of the conspirators was said to be $2,600. 
Then came the discovery and the arrest of both 
men, which was reported in the newspa- 

rs at the time. An officer went to 
New-York and arrested Hertell and the woman 
and brought them to Chicago. Hertell flatly 


denied the fraud, but was taken buck 
to New-York on a warrant sworn out 
by Mr. Stokes, who, by his indorsement 


of the drafts suffered all the loss. Hertell and 
Carey disgorged enough to partly reimburse 
Mr. Stokes,;and he refused to prosecute, and 
gave Hertell $25 to begin the world anew. 
Carey, on account ot his wife and children, was 
allowed to go by Cuneo & Garibaldi. 

When these facts were discovered Pierce & 
Keenan began an investigation of their 


books. They discovered discrepancies at 
once. Their bookkeeper’s favorite method 
wus to give checks for the bills pre- 


sented, and then in the cash book increase 
the figures; also altering in a vagne sort of way 
the check stub. Healso had a habit of adding 
up his cash at the end of the day’s busi- 
ness and enterin & total of $25 or $50 
less than the actual footing, retaining the dif- 


ference. It was found by cursory examin- 
ation that between April 1 and Nov. 
884. Hertel: had stolen about $4,000 


with months of business remaining for investi- 
gation. The firm dia not know of Hertell’s 
whereabouts, but some weeks ago he wrote 
them from Philadelphia asking for his old 
position. The firm replied rather vaguely, 
stating that there was no opening at present, 
but might be in the future. Hertell ac- 
cordingly came on to Chicago and called 
in the store slmost daily. He was 
arrested this morning at his rooms in 
Harrison-street, where he was living with the 
woman “Jettie.” In his possession were 
tound pawn tickets of Boston, New- 
York, and Philadelphia, a meal ticket, and 
80 cents in money. He calmly remarked that 
it was “* pretty tough” for a man who had got 
away with $7,090 boodle in a year to have only 
80 centsleft. Besides the embezzlement he will 
have to answer a charge of forgery.

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THE YACHT CLUB CRUISE 


BEATING DEAD TO WINDWARD 
FOR NINETY MILES. 
THE; PRISCILLA, GRACIE, BEDOUIN, AND 
GRAYLING THE FIRST FOUR TO REACH 
; NEW-LONDON HARBOR, 
' New-Lonpon, Conn., July 30.—The an- 
nual cruise of the New-York Yacht Club was 
formally begun to-day by a magnificent sail 
from Glen Cove to this port, a distance of 90 miles. 
A ninety-mile sail dead to windward is a big 
task for one day, and hence at 9 o'clock 
but four yachts had arrived. These were 
the  sloops Priscilla and Gracie, the 
cutter Bedouin, and the schooner Gray- 
ling, which came in pretty well together, and 
89 far Gutsailed the rest of the fleet that when 
the sun went down not one of them was in 
sight. Whatever doubts may have been 
‘hitherto entertained as to the qualities of the 
Priscilla, the sail to-day establishes beyond 


question that she isan extremely fast boat, and 
a decided success. She took the lead at the 
start, increased it steadily, and in spite of sever- 
al strokes of ill luck arrived here first, 
Although the indicatioris last night favored a 
Calm to-day, there was a good breeze from the 
‘east at 5 o’clock this morning, when the 
gun notifying the yaciits to prepare for 
the start was fired from the. flag- 
ship. The start was made promptly at 
5:30, the whole fleet being under way within 
three minutes after that time. The fleet num- 
bered in all, exclusive of Steamers, 26 sails. ‘I'he 
names of the yachts and owners are as follows:

The 
Gracie held the fifth place, but was in the wind- 
ward position of the tleet. All started with 
lain sails except the Gracie, which carried 
er club topsaiil, and the Priscilla, which 
carried a sprit-toysail as a compromise between 
the working topsail and ciub topsail. The 
Mischief started on the lee quarter of the 
Gracie, but not likin her position soon 
went about and atood Over on the port 
tack towurd Long Isiand, while the rest of 
the fleet held on the starboard tack for the Con- 
necticut shore. The Graylivg was already in the 
van of tbe schooners, but some distunce behind, 
as well as to leeward of the ieading sloops. 
Out in the Sound the yachts found a 
fresher breeze blowing from the northeast, 
which sent their lee rails under water. The tiag- 
ship, Polynia, with Acting Commodore William 
Douglass and Fleet Capt. Robert Center on 
board, and the Electra, owned by Elbridge T, 
Gerry, were the only steamers that started out 
writh the fleet. 
_ At 6 o’clock the Priscilla. and Gracie, which 
oad worked their way ahead of the rest of the 
fleet, came together in tne middle of the Sound, 
the former having put about, while the lat- 
ter held on the starboard tack. The Priscillla 
crossed the Gracie’s bows, but her advantage 


was very” slight, and the latter had 
evidently gained considerably. The Mis- 
chief had already parted company with 


these yachts, as her sailing master felt 
she could not keep up with them and hugged 
the Long Island shore, hunting for luck. 


The Bedouin was away to the leeward 
and apparently not doing well. At 
6:45, off Greenwich, the Priscilla again 


crossed the Gracie’s bows, and showed that she 
had gained a little. The style in which the Gray- 
ling ran away from all the other schooners and 
drew up on the Gracie and Bedouin is worthy of 
note, and seldom has been surpassed by the per- 
formances of a schooner. 

Shortly after 10 o’ciock the wind lost strength, 
and by noon it had fallen to a very light breeze. 
The Gracie sent her club topsail aloft again 
and reset ber jib topsaila, and the Bedouin‘ 
followed suit. The Priscill, then almost 
hull down, also set ai sail about the 
same time. She was hugging the Long Island 
shore between the Mount, Misern and Roauoke 
Point, making short tacks to get the 
benefit of the light draughts of air, 
aswell as of an eddy that was 
following the line of the beach. About 
noon also the Grayling blanketed the Gracie 
and wrested from her the second position 
in the fieet. The Gracie and Bedouin had 
then been for nearly three bours on the port 
tack, without differing a hundred yards in their 
relative positions. About 1 o’clock, however, 
they followed the Priscilla’s example, and began 
a series of short tacks along the shore, and in 
this manceuvring the Bedouin got the advantage, 
and finally succeeded in crossing the Gracie's 
bow by about two lengths. At 2h.15m. the 
Bedouin and Gracie were abreast of Jacobs 
Hills, on the Long Island shore, the 
Grayling about a mile ahead, the Priscilla 
hull down ahead, the Mischief hull down in the 


rear, and the other yachts out of sight. Then 
the Gracie stood on the starboard tack 
for the Connecticut shore, and the 


Bedouin followed suit. Almost simultaneously 
the wind freshened, and the yachts began to 
make good time. The Priscilla and Grayling 
took their cue from the other two boats 
and also stood across the Sound. The 
Gracie, Bedouin, and Grayling came about 
off Saybrook about 5 o’clock, in about the same 
relative positions they bad occupied on the 
other side of the Sound three hours be- 
fore. The Priscilla at the same time 
was three to four miles ahead, in a 
series of short reaches along the Connecticut 
shore. The Bedouin worsted both the Grayling 
and the Gracie, and gained considerabiy on the 
Priscilla, which lost ground by venturing in too 
close to land, thereby getting becalmed. 

The Priscella, however, reached New-London 
about 8 o'clock, considerably ahead of the 
Bedouin. The Grayling was third, the Gracie 
fourth, and the Mischief out of sight. The 
Priscilla ran on a ledge of rocks after entering 
the harbor and had to be pulled off by a tug. 
She was fortunately, however, uninjured. 

The Puritan arrived here from the East at 
about 6 o’clock this evening, and will participate 
in the rest of the cruise. An English cutter called 
the Stranger,which recently arrived at Newport, 
is also here to join the cruise. The body of the 
rear guard of the fleet will arrive here during 
the night and to-morrow morning, and the 
yachts will start for Newport on Saturday. 


REJOICINGS AT YOUNGSTOWN. 
ectiokds Dediiienyntaaas 
THE IRON MILLS OF BROWN, BONNELL & 
co. TO RESUME WORK. 
Younestown, Ohio, July 30.—The exten- 
sive mills of Brown, Bonnell &:Co.,as well 
as all the mills in this city, have 
been idle since June 1, caused by the 
failure of the firm and the Amalgamated 
Association to agree upon terms. For over 
three weeks Brown, Bonnell & Co. have had 
large orders which could be made advantage- 
ously. During this time meetings between 
the Scale Committee and the firm have 
been held trying to arrange matters so 
that the mills could start. The 10 per cent. extra 
asked for iron manufactured from old rails was 
demanded by the men, and this was the sticking 
point. Ten meetings have been held to no avail. 
Receiver Brown, of Cleveland, in whose hands 
this mill is, and who was so severely injured by 
the rioters there, made his first appear- 
ance on the streets here yesterday since 
the riot. He at once galled a meeting of 
the men and made a proposition to start. 
Tbis was taken before all the lodges and a 
committee was instructed to accept the 
proposition. This news spread over the 
city rapidly and working men’s families 
rejoiced. Monday the entire mills will be 
started, which will give employment to 1,500 
men. Inone portion of the mill 300 puddling 
furnaces are being torn out to be- replaced by 
steel plant from which steel rails will be made, 
This millis the largest merchant bar mill in 
America, and was placed in the hands of a Re- 
ceiver over two years ago by injudicious in- 
dorsements of its President, Herbert Ayer, in 
the interest c* J. V. Ayer & Son, of Chicago. 
The starting of the mills was to-night cele- 
brated by a display of fireworks. Never has 
business beenso dull here as now. Merchants 
have been on the verge of failure, but this has 
given new life. Other mills in the valley will 
be compelled to sturt up and general prosperity 
is looked for. The terms of starting are kept 
secret and are supposed to be the same as the 
Bay View Mills, at South Chicago, were started 
ou,

FIVE TONS OF BAD FRUIT, 
———_.—_—— , 
SANITARY INSPECTORS MAKE A RAID ON 
THE VENDORS. 

Down in the tenement house district of 
the Tenth Ward, where there is an average of 
about five dirty children to onedirty adult, and 
the only playground of the grimy infants 
is the street, there is a large traffic carried 
on during theSummer in green apples, par- 
tially decayed bananas, unripe watermelons, 
half-grown pineapples, and similar delicacies, to 
which are due the diurnal demand for small cof- 
fins and the large number of processions that 
wind every day over the East River ferries to the 
Brooklyn cemeteries. On every corner in this 
part of the city there are drawn up vendors’ 
carts, upon which are displayed slices of water- 
melon and pineapple at one cent perslice and 
apples at the rate of two or three for one cent, 
and little children may be seen sitting in the 
gutters, upon curbstones, and in areas devour- 
ing the unwholesome fruit. 

Dr. Cyrus Edson, Chief of the Second Sanitary 
Division, has been making vigorous efforts all 
Summer to break up this traffic, and several 
raids have been made upon the dealers, and their 
goods have been captured and taken to the offal 
dock. But these raids have had little effect, as 
the vendors would only push business 
more vigorously to make up their losses, 
and the mortality among the children 
has been as great as ever. The dealers 
became wise in their generation and kept spies 
posted, so that no sooner did a squad of the san- 
itary police start out than intelligence of their 


movements was circulated, and when the in- 
spectors made their appearance the forbidden 
fruit Was hidden in cellars and garrets, and the 
cheerful vendors were blandlv selling suspend- 
ers and blacking from their fruit carts. Most of 
the raids have been made early in the morning, 
and the vendors have accordingiy been doing the 
most business at night. 

Yesterday the Health Department made ar- 
rangements fora big raid, of which Dr. Edson 
took charge in person. On previous occasions a 
great many dealers have escaped by trundling 
their carts out of the way when they saw the 
Inspectors coming, and, as the streets could not 
be blocked up at theend, half a dozen would 


get out of the way while the police 
were confiscating the fruit of one. This 
time strategic measures were taken 80 


that no guilty man should escape. In order that 
the spies should not get wind of the raid the 
Madison-street police station was made the ren- 
dezvous, and here there assembled at 7 o'clock 
Dr. Edson, with Fruit Inspectors Moran, Nichol- 
son, Chugrue, and Lucas, a squad of the sani- 
tary police under Roundsman Coughlin, and six 
garbage carts,each manned by a driver anda 
young man with a shovel. Tho district that 
was to be raided is bounded by Grand, 
Ludlow, Canal, and Norfolk streets, and the 
raiding force was divided into eight divisions. 
‘These divisions started away unnoticed from 


at7:15 o’clock they entered the district from 
eacb end of the eight different streets—Grand, 
Norfolk, Hester, and Canal—thus preventing 
any escape through side streets and driving 
those who fled from one division into the arms 
of another. 

The consternation raised in that devoted lo- 
cality was beyond description. The streets were 
thronged. Menand women were setting upon 
the steps of the houses,in the windows, upon 
boxes and barrels, and on the sidewalks, and 
thousands of children swarmed all over the 
sidewalks and pavements. Dirty little girls, 
carrying dirty babies almost as large as them- 
selves, were flirting with dirty boys before 
the saloon doors, young roughs were loafing 
at the corners, children were playing tag and 
hide and seek about the street, old 
women were gossiping on the doorsteps and all 
along the curbstones, and on all the corners 
the vendors’ carts were drawn up and the 
sule of unwholesome fruit was in prog- 
ress. When the blue coats of the police 
officers were seen on the streets every 
one realized that a raid was in order, 
and as every one bad some relative in the fruit 
business the populace fled to warn ite friends, 
and there was a chorus of polyglot of 
profanity. Hebrew, Italian, German, French, 
Alsatian, Chinese, and all the various 
dialects thereof arose in one jumbled but 

atnetic protest. The vendors, pushing 

heir carts before them, ran panic-stricken 
through the crowded thoroughfares, all cen- 
tering unwittingly toward Hester and Essex 
streets, and the eight divisions of police march- 
ing in from eight directions were followed by 
ene howling mobs heapihg imprecations upon 
them. 

Two young gentlemen of Hebrew extraction, 
who were engaged selling bullet-like green ap- 
ples from a wagon at the rate of one cent ver 
quart, made a desperate effort to escape. They 
were warned by a smali boy clad in a suspender 
and the remnants of a pair of trousers, who 
shrieked in tones of anguish: 

“Abraham! Abraham!; Look owt! 
in de alley. Der botice is comin’.” 

Abraham sprang to the seat, seized the lines, 
and endeavored to induce the horse to trot; but 
kicks and a thrashing with the reins aroused no 
enthusiasm in the animal’s breast, and Abraham 
finally jumped to the ground, seizea the animal 
by the béad, and endeavored to pull him along, 
while his brother shoved frantically at the back 
of the wagon, and the apples jolting out were 
eagerly seized upon and devoured by the children 
who foilowed. But no sooner did the horse rise 
to the occasion than he ran into the arms of the 
Inspectors, who had entered Essex-street from 
the north, and Abraham wept kitterly while one 
of the laborers transferred his precious cargo of 

pples into a garbage cart with a shovel. 

— sorrow Abraham changed to anger, 
and he followed the Inspectors upon their 
rounds calling down the vengeance of Heaven 
upon them, and vowing to make the entire muni- 
cipality totter for the outrage perpetrated upon 
him. He expressed so fervent a desire to 
slaughter Dr. Edson, that Police Officer Ken- 
nedy finally slapped his tace, whereupon Abra- 
ham turned and, calling upon the multitude to 
witness his martyrdom, demanded the loan of a 
lead pencil with a view to destroying the officer 
by taking his number. 

The Italians who were raided ana bad their 
wares confiscated viewed the matter philosoph- 
ically as a general rule and stood by trueful, 
but quiet, as their fruit was thrown into the 
garbage wagons, but the Hebrew ladies and gen- 
tlemen who were engaged in the traffic shouted, 
screamed, wept, implored, and entreated as their 
merchandise was lost to them,and Dr. Edson 
was continually surrounded by angry women 
who sbrieked the most frightful threats 
in his face, and heaped curses and maledictions 
upon him and his assistants. The doctor said 
he rather liked it, and, as for the Inspectors, 
the blasphemy they were subjected to seemed to 
make their labors light. At Norfolk and Hes- 
ter streets the proprietor of a general merchan- 
dise store had a large assortment of tin ware 
piled bie the sidewalk, and when the police 
drove the crowd out of the streets they climbed 
upon the tinware and speedily had it scattered 
all over the vicinity. 

The Inspectors visited every fruit stand within 
the boundaries of the raid. Some of them were 
found all right, and at others only a littie un- 
wholesome fruit was discovered, but a great 
many of them were confiscated entirely. In 
all 20 vendors were raided and five tons of 
unwholesome fruit, mostly pineapples and 
watermelons, were confiscated and taken to the 
offal dock. After the last inspector had gone 
up Grand-street, the Italian Count who con- 
ducts a fruit business on the corner of Ludlow- 
street, smiled a sad, sweet smile, and took a box 
of decayed bananas out from under the cross- 
walk and arranged them for sale upon his stand. 
The police officer on the post stood by and saw 
the Count’s neat manceuvre without molesting

/ohwo months ago it was announced in 

aE Trowes that ata meeting of the Tammany 
ociety a number of influential leaders had at- 

tempted to obtain one more vote on the Board 
of Sachems by putting a brother of a promi- 
pent city official in the board to succeed 
P. Henry Dugro, who had been elected 
Grand Sachem. The men who proposed this 
gcheme were ied by Fire Commissioner Rich- 
ard Croker, but the object was defeated by 
ithe action of Police Justice Gorman and others, 
who showed that by the rules of the society a 
member could not be elected a Sachem at the 
meeting at which his name was proposed. This 
point had to be conceded, but the participants 
4n the scheme did not cease their work. They 
had been credited with opposition to John 
Kelly's further leadership in the Tammany or 
ganization, and it was charged that their object 
in putting a man of their choice on the Board 
of Sachems was to control that body as against 
poy other body of men in the organization, 
fwhether led by Mr. Kelly or otherwise. 

} The man in whom these leaders were interest- 

ed was Mr. Charles E, Loew, a brother of Con- 

{roller Edward V. Loew, and at yesterday's 

meeting of the Sachems. he was agreed upon as 


neandidate whose election would be recom- 
mended at the regular monthly meeting of the 
ase to be held on Monday next. At last 

ight’s session of the Committee of Twenty- 
es at which, in the absence of Hugt J. Grant, 

egister John Reilly presided, Mr. Loew was 
‘warmiy indorsed as a candidate for the position 
oft Sachem, and it was resolved to ask the friends 
Et the organization in the society to support 

im. 

The meeting of the Committee of Twenty-four 
R¥as a secret one, and nearly every Assembly dis- 
trict was represented. Mr. Dugro announced the 
getion favoring Mr. Loew which was taken at 
the afternoon meeting of the Board of Sachems, 
and then the committee indorsed him. The 
question as to making Mr. Loew a working 
member of the organization was_ discussed, but 
no definite action was taken. John McQuade 
aod Ambrose Monell claimed that he resided in 
bheir district—the Twenty-second—and that he 
would of course join their District Commit- 
tee, but James J. Martin, the leader in 
the Twenty-first District, said Mr. Loew 

idea within his bailiwick. None of the other 
istrict leaders, however, laid claimto him. Mr. 
oew will be allowed to choose which district 
ommittee he will join, and then he will be 
laced on the General Committee and on the 

‘ommittee of Organization and on the Commit- 
fee of Twenty-four. ° 

Both Heory A. Gumbieton and Edward Mo- 
Cue, who visited John Kelly recently at Clifton 
Rprings. said at the meeting that the invalid 

ammany leader warmly commended the elec- 
fion of Mr. Loew. 

After the meeting of the committee much 
Bpeculation was indulged in, as to the meani 
pf the selection of Mr. Loew. Some claime 
that it was an attempt to get Mr. Kelly to make 
Wery early declarations of his plans and pur- 
poses, wmile others said that a chque had be- 
come convinced that Kelly would never again 

ssume active leadership, and they were carry- 
ng out a well matured plan to obtain absolute 
rontrol of the organization. The men who held 
to the latter view of the situation laughed at 
the story that Mr. Kelly had consented to Mr. 
Loew’s coming into the organization. They 
pointed out that Mr. Loew had been one of the 
most bitter enemies Mr. Keliy ever had to fight 
in politics and that the former was by far a 
better organizer of men than the latter, who: led 
by dictatorial will power.

‘fn the proceedings of the elevated railroads 


against the Wall-Street Daily News were varied 
yesterday by the appearance of Auditor E. T. J. 
Gaynor, of the Manhattan Company, on the wit- 
ness stand, and Treasurer MoWilliams, for the 
first time in two months, was given an oppor- 
tunity of attending to his business. Mr. Gaynor 
proved a much readier witness than his prede- 
cessor, bis answers being prompt and to the 
point, requiring no explanation, and there was 
in consequence little of the incessant wrangling 


_ between the lawyers which has proved so pro- 


nounced a feature of the case thus far. 

The first questions propounded by Mr. Strahan 
were of the usual formal character, passing 
thence to the preparation of the affidavit on 
which the complaint was made, Mr. Gaynor 
testified that he had not been consulted about 
the affidavit until it was handed to him for 
signature. when he suggested certain minor 
changes, which had then been made. Ke Do you 
know,” persuasively asked Mr. Strahan, “of 
your personal knowledge of the attempt to issue 
the New-York Company's first mortgage bonds?” 

“T know this,” replied Mr. Gaynor, “that the 
New-York Company was heavily indebted to the 
Manhattun construction account, and efforts 
were made to adjust the account by the issue 
and sale of bonds. A legal question then arose 
and was submitted to counsel. Their reply was 
in writing. That is all.” 

** What was this construction acoount for?” 

“For additions to the plant of the New-York 
Company. We substantially rebuilt the west 
side line.” 

Mr. Gaynor then testified that at the date of 
the consolidation the New- York Company owed 
on the account $700,000, but that it was impossi- 
ble to tell what portion of this was for the re- 
building referred to. The New-York Compan 
had turned overto the Manhattan $8,000,000, 
and the $700,000 was in excess of that, but of the 
$3,000,000 it had spent over $1,542,000 on its own 
structure, leaving only $1,457,310 65 actually 
turned over in cash. Inreply to subsequent 
questions Mr. Gaynor said thatthe new cars 
and engines bought for the accommodation of 
the Manhattan's business were charged to the 
construction accounts of the New-York and 
Metropolitan Companies, but their repairs 
to operating expenses. This gave Mr. Strahan 
an opportunity for a peppery reference to 
the palpable injustice of this system of keeping 
accounts. When this line of examination had 
been gone through with, Mr. Strahan showed 
the witness a copy of the Wali-street Daily 
News, in whicn the article objected to originally 
appeared, and asked himif on reading it again 
it stili left the impression that it charged that 
the capital of the roads had been doubled, when 
the succeeding sentence clearly defined the 
capital at $26,000,000. Mr. Gaynor ca!mly ad- 
mitted that he still carried that impression. No 
sooner had he got the words out of his mouth 
than Mr. Strahan bounced up with: ‘* Well, of 
ali the barefaced impudence that I have ever 
heard of in a court, that bears the palm.” 

Mr. Goodwin and Mr. Bookstaver came prompt- 
ly to the rescue, and demanded the protection of 
the court for their client, when Mr. Strahan, 
without waiting tor a ruling, repeated his re- 
marks, adding that he did not mean it for the 
witness, but for the counsel who had beena 
party to it. Justice Gorman smoothed matters 
over, and then for two hours the examination 
was confined to a formal dissection of the 
quarterly accounts made to the Railroad Com- 
missioners without eliciting anything new. The 
most exciting episode of the day occurred just 
before the close of the hearing. Mr, Strahan 
showed Mr. Gaynor the various quarterly re- 
ports, in which the value of the real estate was 
fignred at about $650,000, until the quarter for 
April, 1885, was reached, when it was put in at 

958,000. ** Did you buy any more real estate in 

hat quarter ?” he asked. 

**Let me explain,” replied Mr. Gaynor. “In 
1881, we sold Nos. 5 to 11 Broadway, realizing a 

rofit of $249,000, Atthe time this was allowed 
bo stand decreasing the real estate, when the 
profit really should have gone to profit and loss, 
In that quarter we put it to tnat account and of 
course took it out of the real estate.” 

This was made the text for a wrangle lasting 
over an hour, Mr. Straban declaring that it was 
not as stated, but a creation pure and simple, 
done tor the purpose of making an apparent in- 
crease in the assets so as to lend color tothe 
statement that dividends had been earned. He 
put the question again and again in various 
torms to the witness, but got no different answer, 
which led bim finally to angrily declare, ** You 
know it is not true, Mr. Gaynor, and I shall get 
from you what I want.” 

Both Mr. Bookstaver and Mr. Goodwin jumped 
up and called upon the Justice to reprimand Mr. 
Strahan for insulting the witness, which the 
pugnacious lawyer responded to with: * I don’t 
care for a reprimand from either or any of you.”’ 

Mr. Goodwin gave it up good naturecly by 
saying: “Mr. Strahan, your nationality pro- 
tects you. You see it isa joke, and it is there- 
fore easily discernible why you cannot get a 
joke through your head,” 

Mr. Gaynor fiushed for a moment, and then 
said be would present a transcript of the entry, 
showing tbe transfer, which thus increased the 
value of the real estate, but would, he said, cor- 
respondingly diminish the amount to the credit 
of profit and loss. 

* Mr. Gaynor,” politely responded Mr. Stra- 
han, *“ with all deference to you I would not ac- 
cept a transcript. I must have the books or see 
it thus.” And the Auditor good-naturedly said 
that he would show it to the lawyer auy time he 
would call. The lawyer subsequently visited 
the Manhattan's office tor this purpose. 

The hearing wound up with the statement 
made by Mr. Strahan that at to-day’s hearing he 
would formally move the court to dismiss the 
suit.

that the defendants’ attorneys, Messrs. Evarts, 
Choate and Beaman, had removed the case to 
the United States Circuit Court by filing a statu- 
tory bond. In the latter court a motion will be 
made to have the case remanded to the place of 
its beginning. 


INVESTIGATING COMPLAINTS. 

Special United States Treasury Agents 
Tichenor, Tingle, Coombs, Hyne, and Lapp are 
now in this city preparing to make an exhaust- 
ive investigation of certain evils complained of 
in the Custom House and the Appraisers’ De- 
partment. One part of their work, it issaid, will 
be to inquire into the personal habits of Custom 
House entry clerks and employes holding im- 
portant positions in the Appraisers’ Department, 
with a view to ascertaining the special qualifica- 
tions of the men for the work they have to per- 
torm. The Special Agents will also endeavor to 
arrange a system by which the classification and 
appraisement of imported goods may be made 
uniform at the four principal ports of entry— 
New-York, Philadelphia, Boston, and Baltimore.

AN EX-CONVICT ALLOWED TO LAND. 

When Frederick A. Behnike, who is said 
‘to have been once a distinguished lawyer at 
Bremen, stepped from the Bremen steamship 
Main to the dock at Hoboken the other day he 
was arrested by a United States officer. A tele- 
gram in the officer’s possession charged him 
with being an ex-convict. It was said that he 
had embezzled money from a client and been 
imprisoned for it. Behnike admitted that he 
was an ex-convict, and was surprised to learn 
that by the terms of the treaty between this 
country and Germany he could not land here. 
A lawyer was consulted and Secretary Manning 
Was appeaied to. He telegraphed back granting 
Behnike permission to land, and his treedom 
was restored to him. 





IMPORTED JEWELRY SEIZED. 
Several lots of jewelry manufactured 
in Germany and shipped to Isaac Emerich, of 
No. 66 Nassau-street, have been seized by United 
States Special Agents Fox and Harrison during 
the past two or three days. It is alleged that 
these importations have been repeatedly under- 
valued by the persons interested inthem. The 
attention of several of the down-town wholie- 
sale Jewelers was called to the alleged underval- 
uations some time ago, and they complained to 
the Custom House authorities. The value of 

the goods seized is said to be about $8,000. 





RUN OVER AND KILLED.

THE DECREE MAINTAINED 


a 
BANKERS AND MERCHANTS’ PROP- 
ERTY TO BE SOLD. 

THE FORECLOSURE DECREE TO BE COR- 
RECTED AND THE RIGHTS OF MR. POW- 
ERS TO BE PROTECTED. : 

A week ago Judge Donohue refused to 
permit Millard R. Powers, as the holder of 240 
bonds of tbe Bankers and Merchants’ Telegraph 
Company, to intervene in the suit of the 
Farmers’ Loan and Trust Company for the fore- 
closure of the ten-million-dollar mortgage on 
the Bankers and Merchants’ property, of which 
it isthe Trustee. His refusal was based on the 
ground that Bondholder Powers had lost his 
right to intervene by waiting too long. With 
the denial of his primary motion Mr. 
Powers’s applications to have the decree 
of foreclosure set aside and the Trustee 
removed on the ground that it had im- 
properly allowed the mortgaged property to 
be burdened with the liens of Receivers’ cer- 
tificates, also fell. Judge Donohue refused to 
enter into the merits of the applications, but 
said that the foreclosure proceedings and the 
decree in which they resulted were defective. 
Yet, as the holders of $5,000,000 of the Bankers 
and Merchants’ bonds were satisfied with the 


roceedings and decree, and as the other bond- 

olders were, according to his view of the case, 
barred from contesting them, he felt that he 
must leave them as they were, after declaring 
that something ought to be done to amend the 
decree, to the end that prolonged litigation 
should not follow the sale of the mortgaged 
property. 

The sale under the decree of foreclosure was 
to have taken place last week, but the parties in 
interest were not prepared for it. They applied 
to Judge Donohue for an order adjourning it, 
and he declined to grant one, saying that they 
could agree on another date if they wished. An 
adjournment until to-day was agreed upon. On 
Wednesday Joseph S. Atlerbach, as counsel for 
Mr. Powers, who had in the meantime appealed 
from the decision of Judge Donohue, obtained 
from Presiding Judge Noah Davis an order stay- 
ing the sale pending the determination of the 
appeal. In granting the stay Judge Davis 
said: “Assuming that the views expressed 
by Mr. Justice Donohue in the opinion 
delivered on the decision of the motion ap- 
peaied from to be correct, it would be a grave 
mistake to permitasale to be made under the 
decree in the action before the decision of the 
pending appeal. The rights and interests of 
all parties demand that the proceedings should 
be stayed, certainly until the errors so graph- 
ically pointed out by the Judge at Special Term 
be in some form corrected.” 

As soon as the stay was served on Messrs. Tur- 
ner, Lee & McClure, attorneys for the Farm- 
ers’ Loan and Trust Company, they procured 
from Judge Davis an order amending the one 
containing the stay so as to permit them to 
move before him for the correction of the er- 
rors referred to by Judge Donohue. All the 
lawyers in the case therefore appeared before 
Judge Davis yesterday on motions to vacate 
the stay and to correct or amend the decree of 
foreclosure, 

The most important affidavit presented on be- 
half of the moving parties — the mortgage 
Trustee, the Bankers and Merchants’ Reorygani- 
zation Committee, and the holders of Receivers’ 
certificates—was by Dwight Townsend, Chair- 
man of the Reorganization Committee. In it 
he said that there are outstanding about $800,000 
of Receivers’ certificates, that the present Re- 
ceiver ot the Bankers and Merchants’ owes $12),- 
00U and is doing business at a daily loss of $1.000, 
tnat the property of the company is disinte- 
grated, that some property held by the Receiver 
is claimed by the Receiver of the American 
Rapid Telegraph Company, that Receivers’ cer- 
tificates could only be sold now for about 40 
cents on che dollar, and therefore money 
to repair the mortgaged lines could oniy 
be procured on ruinous terms, and that if the 
sale of the property should be deferred until 
October the security of tbe bondholders would 
be wiped out. Mr. Townsend also intormed the 
court that the bolder. of 40 per cent. of the bonds 
approved the reorganization scheme, and the 
objector, Mr. Powers, or the bondhoiders whom 
he represented, would be allowed to enter tie 
reorganization scheme on the same terms as 
those who had already entered. He gave it as 
his opinion that the property of the Bankers and 
Merchants’ Company was worth less than $1,5v0,- 
000, out of which sum was to be deducted $300,000 
on account of the original divisional mortgage, 
which wus a lien prior to the lien of the ten- 
million-dollar mortgage. 

After iistening for several hours to arruments 
by Col. Robert G. Ingersoll, H. 8. Turner, Will- 
jam D. Gutaoric, and others in favor of the mo- 
tion, and by Joseph 8. Auerbach in opposition, 
Judge Davis said that in his opinion only one 
substantial error had been committed in the 
foreciosure proceedings. This errur lay in the 
failure to have the validity of the Receivers’ 
certificates—which Mr. Powers coutests—in- 
quired into. It could be overcome by 
amending the decree, with a provision that 
au inquiry might take place at. the option 
of Mr. Powers, so us to save his rights or those 
of the bondholders be represented. He also said 
that the sale under foreciosure should not be 
longer deterred. After much controversy be- 
tween the lawyers an order was prepared pro- 
viding, first, forthe amendment of the decree; 
secondly, that if at the sale of the mortgaged 
property any of the Receivers’ certificates 
should be turned in for its purchase, the rights 
ot Mr. Powers should be protected by the de- 
posit with the Farmers’ Loan and Trust Com- 
pany either of $100,000 of the first mortgage 
bonds of the United Lines Telegraph Com- 
pany, the prospective successor of the 
Bankers and Merchants’, or of a_ bond, 
to be approved by the court, in double 
tbat portion of the purchase price to which Mr. 
Powers, as the holder of 240 bonds, would be en- 
titled toin case none of the certificates were 

used; thirdly, that the stay of sule should be 
vacated; fourthiy, thatif the mortgaged prop- 
erty should be Lought in by some person not 
connected with the reorganization scheme and 
the United Lines Telegraph Company, the pro- 
tective deposit should be in cash; and finally, 
that if the Reorganizatiou Committee should be 
the purcnaser Powers should for 60 days have 
the right to become a party to the reorganiza- 
tion scheme on withdrawing his objections to 
the foreclosure proceedings. 

Under this decision and order the sale of the 
mortgaged property will take place to-day un- 
less again adjourned by agreement of the par- 
ties in interest.

FIREMEN WHO WANT PROMOTION. 

Judge Cullen, in the Kings County Su- 
preme Court,yesterday granted an order returna- 
ble this morning to show cause why a manda- 
mus should not issue against Fire Commissioner 
Poillon, of Brooklyn, and a Board of Examiners 
appointed by him. Affidavits submitted by 
William J. Chin and Patrick H. Travers, the re- 
lators, who are honorabiy discharged soldiers 
who served through the civil war, and who are 
firemen, show that they passed a civil service ex- 
amination on May 20 for promotion to the rank 
of foreman in the Fire Department, together 
with 13 others. Recently a list of llof the men 
who passed examinations was made out from 
which the Fire Commissioner is to select 9 
foremen. Theanpplicants say that their names 
are omitted from this list and therefore the 
Commissioner has no right to promote them. 
They ask that they may be promoted an prefer- 
ence to others who passed in equal examination 
with them. The case will be argued this morning. 





A DESERTED WIFE’S TROUBLES. 

At the request of Agent Stocking, of the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Chil- 
dren, Justice Kiloreth yesterday committed to 
the Catholic Protectory Achille and Gustave 
Gaylord, aged 10 and 9 years, respectively, the 
children of Mrs. Adele Gaylord, living at No. 146 
West Nineteenth-street. Agent Stocking said 
this was one of the worst casesof destitution he 
had ever been called upon to investigate. The 
woman’s husband, Jean Baptiste Gaylord, who 
was a shoemaker, deserted her three months ago, 
leaving her entirely destitute. Everything the 
woman had of value was either sold or pawned, 
aud for three days she had had no food for her- 
self or her children. Besides the children sent to 
the Protectory Mrs Gaylord has a younger 
child who is being cared for by his grandmother.

A FLOCK OF SOUTHDOWNS BOUGHT BY 
COMMISSIONER CRIMMINS. 

Twenty blue blooded Southdown sheep, 
each freighted with a formidable pedigree, were 
landed at this port from the steamship Abyssinia 
on Wednesday. Although nearly $50 had been 
paid forthe passage of each of the animals, of 
which five were rams and 15 ewes, they had not 
been entitled to cabin passages. They dwelt in 
wooden inclosures which had been placed in the 
Abyssinia by the British Government when the 
vessel had been chartered by them asa troop 
ship. They were fat, sleek, and bearty. Mr. 
John D. Crimmins, President of the Park Com- 
mission, met the sheep at the dock. Mr. Crim- 


mins had bought the sheep of Lord Walsingham, 
of Merton Hail, Thetford, Norfolk. Little lapels on 
the animals showed that Merton Hall was 2 
miles from Walton Station, 2 miles from Thet- 
ford, 11 miles from Swaffham, East Dereham, 
and Brandon, and 21 from Norwich and Bury 
St. Edmunds. Young Lord Walsingham is de- 
sirous of converting his 4,000 acres of Jand into 
Pheasant preserves, and all bis beautiful South- 
downs, which have been celebrated throughout 
Englund for 40 years, were sold by auction to 
the highe t bidders not very many days ago. 
Mr. Crimmins sent over a representative to 
make some purchases. He has felt for some 
time that the flock at Central Park needed some 
new blood. There area number of Southdown 
sheep already belonging to the Park, but the 
breed has been deteriorating and some new im- 
portations were thought necessary. 

The sale at Merton Hall was attended by all 
the principal breeders in Engiand. The largest 
Gatos paid for any sheer was given by Hobart 

arren, of Hoosick Falls, N. Y.. who expended 

900 for one animal. Other purchasers were the 

uke of Hamilton, the Duke of Portland, the 
Duke of Grafton, the Earl ef Onslow, Lord 
Calthorpe, Lord Hennikir, Count Delorme, 
Chief-Justice Smith, and Col. Kingford. Mr, 
Crimmins bought his flock for £50, and his sheep 
had such ancestry as the Roya! Birmingham, the 
Royal Bristol, the Royal Shrewsbury, and on 
the maternal side the Royal Manchester. The 
proceeds of the whole sale were £3,250, and the 
prices obtained were generally admitted to be 
very good. To-day the new arrivais will be 
allowed to bask in the sunshine of Central Park. 
Mr, Crimmins will not offer the whole of bis pur- 
chase to the Park, but will reserve a few sheep 
to be distributed among his personal friends. 





WATCHMAN JAUNE’S DEATH.

THE POLICE WORKING ON THE THEORY 
THAT IT WAS A MURDER. 


The circumstances attending the shoot- 
ing of Watchman John Jaune at the Guttenberg 
icehouses on Tuesday night are still enveloped 
in mystery. Itis scarcely believed that he com- 
mitted suicide. He was, in fact, preparing to 
startin 10 days tor Germany to claim alittle 
estate of $5,000 left him by his aunt, and it is not 
thought that on the eve of such atrip he would 
kill himself. Itis possible that his pistol may 
have gone off accidentally, and the fact that his 
revolver with one chamber empty was found 
near bis body isastrong circumstance bearing up 
the theory that no other person was concerned 
in his death. The constables engaged on the 
vase are working On the theory that he was mur- 
dered, and something of suspicion is directed to 
asaloon-keeper whose wife Jaune was in the 
habit, or is said to have been in the habit, of 
visiting during the absence of her husband. It 
is said indeed that he was at the saloon or Tues- 
day evening while the husband was away. 

The woman asked him to stay because it was 
lonesome. He consented to remain, but went 
first to the icehouses to get the clock which he 
wore in his belt, and whicb he was obliged to 
wind every balf hour. When he got back to the 
saloon it was closed, the woman says. She had 
changed her mind and decided to go'to bed. Her 
busband returned at 11 o’clock. Jaune’s clock 
shows that it had not been wound after 10:30 
o’clock. ‘The saloon keeper admits that after he 
had reached home he sent atter his pistol. He 
proposed to lie out in the yard to keep cool, he 
suys,and wunted his pistol! by him to guard 
himself against attack by the rufians who con- 
gregate in that. region. 

The post-mortem shows that Jaune was killed 
by the discharye of shot into his body, and the 
pistol he wore was loaded with a bullet. It is 
suid by one of his intimate friends, who insists 
that he was murdered, that the empty chamber 
of his revolver counts for nothing, becauso ne 
was always in the habit of keeping one chamber 
of the weapon empty. County Physician Con- 
verse hus directed that an inquest be held, and 

he taxing of testimony will be begun on Mon- 
day evening next.

COCAINE IN HAY FEVER. 
From the London Laneet. 

The therapeutical uses of cocaine are so 
numerous that the value of this wonderful 
remedy seems only beginning to be appreciated. 
Almost daily we hear of some disease or combina- 
tion of symptoms in which it has been tried for 
the first time, and has answered beyond ex- 


pectation. It appearsstrange that so intractable 
acomplaint as hay fever should be amenable 
to its influence, and yet such isthe cause. The 
account given by Mr. Watson, of the West- 
minster Hospital, of his sufferings and subse- 
quent cure by tabloids of cocaine is too cireum- 
stantial to admit of doubt, even had we not 
received contirmatory evidence trom many 
sources. It has been objected on theoretical 
grounds that cocaine must of necessity be in- 
operative, or at all events of comparatively little 
use, in those cases in which symptoms of an 
asthmatic type vrevail. Curiously enough, how- 
ever, it has been showp that cocaine, when ap- 
plied to the mucous membrane of the nostrils, 
has the power of allaying even thisspasm. The 
observation, too, is not new; for many months 
ago Dr. Bosworth, Professor of Laryngology at 
Bellevue Hospital Medical College, published a 
detailed account of a case of spasmodic asthma 
compietely cured by cocaine, e€ pointed out at 
the time that many inveterate cases of asthma 
are dependent on, or at ali events associated 
with, masal disorders, the relief of which is 
promptly followea by an abatement of all the 
distressing symptoms. If this principle of assa- 
ciated treatment should be carried on in its in- 
tegrity it will be difficult to assign the limits of 
its sphere of action.

ALL DIFFERENCES RECONCILED, 


THE SOUTHERN ASSOCIATION AGREES TO 
STAND BY THE OLD RATES. s 


At the meeting of the Southern Railway 
and Steamship Association, held at No. 46 Bond- 
street yesterday, after much deliberation and a 
thorough consideration of all present and pos- 
sible conditions affecting Southern traffic, it 
was resolved unanimously to stand by the old 
schedule of rates. This schedule has been in ex- 


istence for a year, and was adopted for the sec- 
oni time at the annual meeting of the association 
on July 8 in Atlanta, all roads, with the 
excepfion of the Richmond and Danville, 
agreeing to its terms. This company mainu- 
tained that it had the right to — freight from 
any point, however remote it mixht be from its 
line proper, so long as that point was reached 
by a connecting link, under the regular rules of 
the association. As a consequence the Rich- 
mond and Danville people temporarily refused 
to indorse the action of the association at At- 
lanta, but at yesterday's meeting they axzreed to 
accept the old schedule of rates. 

By this action all differences are now recon- 
ciled, and what threatened to bea serious South- 
ern railroad war is averted. United States 
Senator Joseph E. Brown, of Georxia, is Presi- 
dent; E. T. Hughes, of this city, is General 
Agent; andG, A. Lindall, of this city, is Secretary 
of the association. Any differences during the 
coming year will be referred to and settled by 
Messrs. Jobn Screvan, of Georgia: T. H. Carter, 
ot Virginia; and E. K. Sibley, of Missouri, who 
a the rate committee of the associa- 

on. 

The differences between the Louisville and 
Nashville and Eust Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia are said to have been settled in private. 
It is said that an arrangement having for its ob- 
ject the mutual protection of pas<enger as well 
as freignt business is contemplated by the 
Southern Railway and Steamship Association, 
whose success affects the weliare of 70 railroadg 
and steamship companies. 





BITTEN BY A RATTLESNAKE. 

Kinzvua, Penn., July 30.—Last week, as 
George Goodrich, 15 years old, living near this 
place, was hoeing potatoes, barefoot, he saw 
a large rattlesnake, and ran up to the house for 
his gun to shoot it.

At times, as he lay in a sort of stupor, 
blood issued from his nose, mouth, and eyes, and 
his death was hourly expected, but be lingered 
on, and, finally, to the great astonishment of ali 
who beheld him, he began to mend, aud is now 
able to sit up and converse coherently, although 
his foot is swollen out of shape and presents 
the appearance of a huge piece of raw beef 
which has been kept until green.

FIVE PRISONERS BURNED TO DEATH. 

PORTLAND, Oregon, July 30.—The County 
Jail at Baker City, Oregon, was burned Wednes- 
day morning, and five prisoners were cremated 
alive. A sixth was severely burned. One of the 
prisoners complained of feeling sick, and the 
jailer stepped across the street to a drug store to 
get medicine. A moment later the alarm of fire 
was given. The building was of wood, and the 
fire spread very rapidly.

The names of 
the victims are Louis Miller, George Piumb, 
Samuel Brown, William Lamb, and John Cooley, 
the confessed murderer of James Lavery. Every 
appearance indicated that the jail was set on fire 
by Winkelman, doubtless to make his escape 
during the excitement.

WASHINGTON, July 30.—Mr. Cad walader’s 
selection as Coliector of the Port of Philadel- 
phia is commended here as an important depart- 
urein the interest of reform from the princi- 
ples that have dictated Philadelphia appoint- 


ments of late years. For the first time in many 
years the Collecturship is freed trom the machine 
politics of the city or State, and the appointee is 
one of the most respected and conservative citi- 
zefis, ofa family famous in the country’s his- 
tory since the earliest days of the strugyle for 
independence. Mr. Cadwalader is himself a 
prominent lawyer, an influential citizen, and a 
vublic-spirited man. He has been an earnest 
advocate of the Democratic cause, and has the 
support and triendship uf Mr. Randall and the 
entire Pennsylvania delegation. Many prom- 
inent Republicans joined in recommending his 
appointment. 








THREE NONAGENARIANS DEAD. 

SyrracvsE, N. Y., July 30.—The mortality 
among the old residents and settlers of On- 
ondazga County has attracted = attention 
here for the last four days. Within that time 
Mrs. Lucy Wasbburne, of Manlius; Mrs. Bridget 
Kehoe, of Onondaga, and the Rev. Eben L. 
North, of Syracuse, have died, each of whom 
was more than 90 years old. Mrs. Washburne 
celebrated her ninety-fifth birthday last Feb- 
ruary. She was the mother of Byron Washburne, 
who once enjoyed a famous reputation for his 
original Indian shows. Mrs. Kehoe was 92 and 
died without a living known relative. Mr. North 
was the oldest Methodist clergyman in Central 
New-York. He was born at Granville, Washing-
